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TALKING OVER THE RULES| 


PROBABLY NO CHANGE 
THE SPEAKERS PLAN. 
ONE REPUBLICAN WHO WANTED FAIR 
PLAY—DR. DORCHESTER IS SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF INDIAN SCHOOLS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The debate in the 
House on the rules was interesting to-day in 
only one feature. The Democrats, desirous of 
securing by a rule the exercise of what they 
regard as @ constitutional right to have the 
yeas and nays taken on a question, asked, 
through Mr. Crisp, for an amendment to the 
rules to assure them the exereise of that right. 

Mr. Struble of Iowa supported the motion, 
speaking for it and voting with the Democrats. 
That it was not an unreasonable proposition 
was indicated by the speech of Mr. Dingley, 
which suggested the regulation by rule, in 
order to prevent the Speaker from recognizing 
the motion on one side anid failing to recognize 
it from the other. With rather superfluous and 
hasty zeal Mr, Bayne of Pennsylvania oriticised 
Mr. Struble’s approval of the motion of Mr. 
Crisp as an expression of lack of confidence in 
the Speaker. Mr. Strubie, who has supported 
the Speaker in asserting his power under what 
he calls “general parliamentary law,” dis- 
claimed any intention of implying lack gf con- 
fidence, and so did Mr. Herbert of Alabama, but 


both declared their belief in the desirability of 
a rule. 


The vote by which the motion from the Dem- 
ocratic side was lost showed & majority against 
Mr. Crisp of more than 20, and. indicated the 
probability of the adoption of the whole body 
rujes by a pretty close party vote. 


Representative Fitch* to-day filed with the 
Ways and Means Committee a protest from 
the United States Brewers’ Association against 


the Delano bill to fix the rate of duty on 
hops, hop auxiliaries, and hop substitutes. 
In their protest the brewers, while expressing 
their earnest support of protection for domestic 
agriculture, say they do not see the necessity, 
justice, or wisdom of increasing the duty on

hops. 

They do not believe that hop growers need 
protection for the reason that while, since 1881, 
there have been imported 32,000,000 pounds of 
hops, there have been exported in the same 
period nearly 55,000,000 pounds. The value 
of the imported hops was $7,500,000 aid that 
of the exported hops was nearly $15,000,000. 
They belleve that an Increased import duty 
would provoke retaliation and so injure the 
hop growers. While it would hurt the growers, 
a duty of 20 cents a pound would also be prohi- 
bition and detrimental to the brewers and an 
advantage only to the middlemen. 

There was no meeting of the committee to- 
—. The protest will be taken under consider- 
ation at an early date. Mr, Fitch is disposed to be- 
lieve that the committee will not advance t 
duty beyond the rate of 10 cents per pound, as 
itis fixed in the Senate bill, and which is 2 
cents per pound higher than the present tax.

Superintendent of Indian Schools Dorchester, 
whose fate has all along depended upon that of 
Indian Commissioner Morgan, has received the 
Same generous treatment administered to the 
Commissioner, for his title to his office was 
confirmed by the Senate to-day. His opponents 
had nothing more to say after action had been 
taken on the Morgan case, and when the matter 
came up to-day Dr. Dorchester was contirmed 
without a yea and nay vote. 

Now tnat both of these cases have been dis- 
posed of, some of the opponents of the two 
officers declare that Commissioner Morgau 
would probably have been rejected by the Sen- 
ate if tuere had been less open opposition to 
him on the partof the Catholic Church, It is 
asserted that more than one Senator who voted 
for confirmation would not have done so had it 
not been made to appear that Gen. Morgan’s 
deteat would be a victory for the Roman 
Church over a persecuted Protestant. ‘The 
charges affecting the Commissioner's military 
career were pushed to the rear by the religious 
feature of the opposition, and this virtually de- 
stroyed the chances for his rejection. 


The Samuel L. Moore & Sons company of 
EFlizabethport, N. J., is making active prepara- 
tions for beginning work on the Naval Academy 


practice vessel and on one of the 1,000-tun gun- 
boata, for which it expects to be awarded con- 
tracts as soon as Secretary Tracy returns to 
the department. 

Frauk Dubosque,,a draughteman in the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Kepair, has resigned 
to become the company’s Superintendent of 
hull construction, and it is understood that a 
prominent engineer, on duty here, is to be em- 
ployed to superiutend the machinery construc- 
tion. Dubosque is the third draughtsman who 
has left the Bureau of Construction lately, to 
enter into business with private firms. His 
salary is raised from $1,860 to $4,000 by the 
change.

The extradition treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain is meeting with some 
obstacles in its progress through the Senate. 
During a long debate upon itin the star-cham- 
ber sitting to-day the fact was developed that 
some of the Senators do not want the obtaining 
of money under false pretenses and man- 
slaughter included in the list of extraditable 
otfeuses. Itis understood that no action was 
taken upon the treaty to-day, but it is not be- 
lieved that the amendment striking out the two 
otfenses spoken of will be adopted. 


The Senate, to-day, again took up the Okla- 
homa bill, and by grace of Mr. Blair, who 
waived hia right to say a few more words on 
his Educational bill, it was passed. The 
amendment which added ‘‘ No Man’s Land’”’ to 
its territory was adopted after a good deal of 
talk. Mr. Plumb also offered an amendment 
attaching the Cherokee outiet to the Territory 
tor judicial purposes alone, but this was re- 
jected. The only otber important amendment 
was one prohibiting the issue of ‘Territorial, 
county, Or town bonds in ald of railroads, 


The House Committee on Patents to-day, by 
@ unanimous vote, instructed Mr, Simonds of 
Connecticut, the Chairman of the sub-commit- 


tee, to make a favorable report on House bill 
No. 3,914, known as the International Copy- 
right vill. he bill allows foreign authors to 
take out copyright in the United States upon 
the same footing aa it allows American authors, 
rovided the cy pe setting, printing, and binding 
8 done wholly within the United States. ‘Ibis 
bill has beeu amended in some unimportant 
particulars, 80 as to make it conform to the 
Copyright bill now pending inthe Senate. A 
bill identical with the one one now before the 
Committee on Patents was some days ago re- 
ferred to the Judiolary Committee of the House, 
It is understood that this committee has also 
authorized a favorable report, Mr. Simonds to- 
night expressed the belief that the bill would 
pass both houses during the present session 
and become a law.

Senator Evarts to-day introduced a bill to 
amend the act for the erection of Appraiser’s 
Stores in New-York by striking out the words 


‘‘in the vicinity of each other’ wherever they 
ocour, 80 that the Secretary of the Treasury 
mnay locate them all on one site. Additional 
sections, proposed by Mr. Evarts, authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to appoint five citi- 
zens of New-York State—three Republicans and 
two Democrats—who shall be known as the 
United States Buliding Commissioners. These 
Commissioners skall be charged with the erec- 
tion and construction of a new Custom House 
building upon a single site, and shall have full 

ower to purchase all material and employ all 
abor in connection therewith. The bill appro- 
priutes $7,500,000 for the purchase of the site 
and the erection of the vullding. After it is 
completed and occupied by the Government, 
the secretary of the Treasury is directed to 
sell at public auction, to the nighest bidder, the 
present Custom Houre property, for not less 
than $3,000,000.

“ané House Committee on Ways and Méans 
to-day gave a hearing to State Senator John G. 
Boyd, John W. Keogh, and George Blair, repre- 
senting New-York wwurehousemen and long- 
shoremena, who want legislation at the hands of 
Congress which they believe will result in 
trausterripg a large share of the European 
Warehousing business to the Umted States, 
The potitioners urge the adoption of an amend- 
went to the tariy laws providing that upon the 
withdrawal for home sensumption of ail near, 
hemp, jute tibre, and wool actually deposited 
in United States bonded warehouses there shall 
be paid to the importer & drawback equal tol 
per oont. ot the duty for each month during 
which the merchandise shall have remained in 
a United States bonded warenouse, provided 
the goods withdrawn shall have been imported 
into the Unitea States direct from the piace of 
growth or production. 


Acting Secretary Batcheller to-day decided 
the question raised by the Collector of Customs 
at New-York, a8 to whether the members of 
Strauss’s Vienna Orchestra, coming to New- 
York in May next, under contract to give a 
series of concerts, can be permitted to land as 
artists within the meaning of the alien von- 
tract labor law. In a lotter to the Collector 
Mr. Batcneller says: 

*“‘In reply, you are advised that as the ac- 





cepted definition of the word ‘artist’ includes 














musicians who combine science and taste in 
the manual execution of their art, such inem- 
bers of Strauss’s orchestra may be admitted as 
artists’ under the proviso to said Section 5, as 
by their skill, tone, andr accomplishments as 
musicians they evidently come within that 
definition, Whether each member of the 
BStrauss’s orchestra comes up to the standard 
is a question of fact to be decided upon the best 
evidence attainable.”

HISCOCK AGAINST BELDEN. 





THE SENATOR ANXIOUS TO REPAIR HIS 
DAMAGED FENCES. 


Syracusk, N. Y., Feb. 13. — Senator Frank 
Hiscock has arrived in Syracuse to take com- 
mand of his forces and direct the canvass for 
the Mayoralty contest which is to be decided 
at the charter election on Tuesday next. The 
Democrats have nominated Mayor William B. 
Kirk, member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee for this district, and his candidacy is 
indorsed by the leading business men and tax- 
payers, independent of party. ‘The Repub- 
lican candidate for Mayor is William Cowie, a 
strong Hiscock Republican. 

Hiscock was defeated in the contest for the 
Assembly nominations last Fall by Congress- 
man Belden, and the Senator now proposes to 
regain his lost prestige in Syracuse politics by 
capturing the Mayoralty. ® bopes thereby to 
gain control of the oity appointments, and 
make himself solid for home support in his 
canvas for re-election as Senator in 1893. The 
Senator has become alarmed at the growing 
strength of Congressman Belden. 

Indications point to the triumphant re-elec- 
tion of Mayor Kirk, and the utter rout of the 
Hiscock forces on Tuesday next.

THE SAWTELLE MYSTERY. 





ISAAC ARRESTED ON SUSPICION OF HAV- 
ING MURDERED HIRAM. 


PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 13.—Isaac B, Sawtelle, 
wanted in Boston in connection with the mys- 
terious disappearance of his brother Hiram, 
was arrested here this morning. He registered 
at the Falmouth Hotel on Monday evening 
under the name of “J. Bridge, Dover.” 

When the prisoner was searched at the sta- 
tion $118 in money and a diary were found. 
The diary is not written out in full, but con- 
tains memoranda from Feb. 1 to date. Besides 
the above-mentioned things was a clipping 
from a Boston paper containing an account of 
the ‘Sawtelle Mystery,” and a portrait of him- 
self was found in one of bis pockets. 

Police Captain White and Inspector Glidden of 
Boston arrived here on the noon train. Saw- 


telle has consented to accompany them te Bos- 
ton without a requisition. 


RocuHESTER, N. H., Feb, 13.—Capt. White and 
Special Officer Glidden of the Boston police 
arrived here this evening, having in custody 


Isaac B. Sawtelle, who is charged with having 
foully dealt witu his brother Hiram F. Saw- 
telle of Bostov, He will be arraigned in 
the police court to-morrow. This afternoon 
«a hatohet, which has been identitied 
by Mr. Wallace, the hardware dealer, 
as the one purchased by Isaac last week 
Wednesday, was found in the fiver near the road 
bridge. On the top of the hatchet traces of 
blood can be seen, and on the top of the handle 
@ small fragment of what appears to be human 
flesh was discovered. The hatchet was some- 
what rusted, but the marks of blood could be 
plainly seen on the steel. . 

This morning Officer Shields found in the 
woods, about seven miles from Rochester, a 
piece of Wrapping paper, and it was similar to 
that which covered the hatohet which the hard- 
ware dealer sold Isaac. A thorough search is 
making in this vicinity, and the officers havea 
strong belief that their labor will be rewarded 
by the finding of Hiram’s body. The place 
where the body is supposed to be located is just 
over the Maine border, 

Bosron, Feb. 13.—The police here claim to 
have knowledge that yesterday Mrs. Sawtelle, 
the mother of the principals in the mystery, re- 
cived a letter from Portland, written, it Is said, 
by Isaac. In this he said ne had searched vain- 
ly for his missing brother Hiram, and he was 
discourage: as to finding him. He had been un- 
able to discover him anywhere in that city. He 
said he would go to the “Farms” at Sterling, 
and that if he did not tind him there he would 
give up the search for the present and return 
home, (to his mother’s house.) On receipt of 
this information last evening a telegram was 
sent to the hotel and police to detain him. 

There are suspicious ciroumstances which 
seem to point to the murder of Hiram Sawtelle. 
The police allege that a paper formerly held by 
Mrs. Sawtelle, the elder, by which Isaac agreed 
to relinquish all claim to his father’s property, 
having received his share of the estate, is miss- 
ing. This, with other documents relating tothe 
estate, were untilrecently held by the old lady. 
She gave these papers to Isaac when she made 
over his portion to him, and he is believed to 
—s destroyed such as would interfere with his 
plans.

A GENUINE SENTIMENT IN FAVOR OF 
THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM, 


WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 13.—The genuine 
feeling in favor of ballot reform that  un- 
doubtedly prevails in this State received a 
decided impetus last night when Thomas R. 
Graham delivered an interesting address before 
the Young Men's Democratic Club upon the 
Australian system of balloting. Mr. Graham, 
who is a young Delawarean now practicing 
law in Philadelphia, was the author of the ex- 


cellent Ballot Reform bill introduced in the 
lower house of the Delaware Legislature at 
ite last session. It was a comprehensive 
measure so satisfactory in. its rovisions 
as to command the united apprgyal of a.Demo- 
cratic and a Republican attorney to whom it 
was submitted before its presentation to the 
General Assembly, but as ballot reform then 
found no favor in the eyes of Senator Higgins, 
it was incontinently defeated with scarcely an 
rg terete F of tairly discussing ite merits. All 
the Republican members of the House save one 
voted against it, and all the Democratic mwem- 
bers gave it their approval. The Republicans 
being in the majority, the bill was lost. 

Mr. Graham’s address comprised a clear and 
intereating review of the progress of the Aus- 
tralian system from its inception in the far-off 
Southern continent, to England, Belgium, 
Canada, and other British-American provinces, 
and finally to the eleven States of this country 
where itis now in force. He claimed for the 
system complete success in securing fair, hon- 
est elections and effectually prohibiting the 
corruption and debauchery that of late years 
have run riot at election contests in the United 
States. 

The prominence given the great question of 
ballot reform by the Young Men’s Lemocratic 
Club of Wilmington is suggestive, and indicates 
that the move made by the Democratic mem- 
bers of the last General Assembly to enact a 
suitable law for this State will not be allowed 
to lapse. The Democratic sentiment of the 
State is fully at rest with the undoubted reform 
sentiment of the country, and if the next Legis- 
lature of this State be Democratic, Australian 
ballot law will surely be passed. 





BASEBALL PLAYERS IN DOUBT. 

CINCINNATI, Feb, 13.—Of the seventeen men 
under contract to play ball in Cincinnati, it is 
known that three will play on other diamonds. 
What is regarded here as perfectly reliable in- 
formation is that the three are Carpenter, Cin- 
cinuati’s third baseman; Nieol, who has played 
right field four seasons; and Baldwin, the 
catcher. It ig not believea that Earl will go. 
He says Stern told him he would not be released 
to New-York under any consideration. Car- 
penter admits that he consiaers himself prac- 
ticaily a New-York man. Baldwin has po infor- 
tion, Dut doesn’t care much about going. 
Carpenter’s release is not favorably regarded 
here. 





THE FORESTRY OOMMISSION, 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 13.—The report of the 
State Forestry Commission recites that forest 
fires have been much less frequent than ever 
before, due to the appointment of fire wardens. 
Legislation is recommended to enforce the 


auditing of the warden’s accounts by the coun- 
ties. Many cases of trespass have been prose- 
cuted. Some remedy is asked for the evila of 
railroad building in the * wilderness.” The in- 
creasing interest shown in forestry mattere is 
@ good omen of the future. 

The commission has expended during the 
past fiscal year $23,352 and $3,923 in the 
maintenance of Catskill Park. A further re- 
port will soon be issued, 








A BIG SNOWSTORM IN TEXAS. 
Sr. Louis, Feb. 13.—Dispatches from several 
widely-separated towns and cities in Texas say 
that an unprecedented snowstorm has pre- 


vailed over a large area of the State,and that 
snow now lies on the ground from 2 to 14 
inches deep. It is hailed asa Diessing, espe- 
cially in the western partiof the State, where 
the land was very dry, and all grain crops will 
be greatly benefited. Stock is in fine condition 
and will not suffer from cold. 





MRS. CLEVELAND IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 13.—Mrs. Cleveland, wife 
of ex-President Cleveland, came to this city 
from New-York to-day, and was present at the 


dedication of the Presbyterian church at Over- 
brook. After the ceremony she went to the 
residence of the Rev. Dr. Charles Wood at Ger- 
mantown, where she will remain as a guest un- 
til Saturday. .

PARNELL’S ACTS JUDGED 


A MODERATE REPORT FROM 
THE COMMISSION. 
CONSPIRACY FOR IRISH INDEPENDENCE 
AND SUGGESTIONS OF INTIMIDATION 

HELD TO BE PROVED. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The report of Judges Han- 
nen, Day, and Smith, the special commission 
appointed to investigate the charges made by 
the JZimes against the Parnellite :members of 
the House of Commons, was laid upon the 
table in the House to-day by the Right Hon. 
Henry Matthews, Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs. ‘ 

The report is dated to-day and is signed by 
all three of the Judges. It extends to121 
clesely-printed pages, and gives details of the 
mode of procedure adopted. The court recites 
the charges, dividing them into nine categories. 
The greatest interest centres in the final con- 
clusions, which are as follows: 

* First(—Woe find that the respondents, mem- 
bers of Parliament, were not members of a 


conspiracy having tor ita object to establish the 
absolute inagependence of Ireland; but we find 





established and joined in the Land League 
organization with the intention, by its means, 
to bring about the absolute independence of 
Treland as a separate nation. The names of 


these respondents are Michael Davitt, M. 
Harris, Join Dillon, William O’Brien, W. Red- 
mond, J. O’Connor, Joseph Condgn, J. J. 


O’ Kelly. 

*second—We find that the respondents did 
enter into a conspiracy, by a system of co- 
ercion and intimidation, to promote an agrarian 
agitation against the payment of agricultural 
rents fur the purpose of 1mpoverishing and ex- 
pelling from the country the Irish landlords, 
who were styled the English garrison. 

*Third—We tind the charge that when, on 
certain occasions, they thought it politic to de- 
nounce, and did denounce, certain crimes in 
public they afterward led their supporters to 
velisve that such denunciation was not sincere, 
is not established. We entirely acquit Mr. Par- 
nell and the other respondents of the charge of 
insincerity in their denunciation of the Phuwnix 
Park murders, and we tind that the fac simile 
letter, upon which this charge is chietly based 
as agaiust Mr. Parnell, is a forgery. 

* tourth—We find that the respondents did 
disseminate the irish horld ana other news- 
papers tending to incite sedition and the com- 
mission of otaer crimes. 

“ si7th—We find that the respondents did not 
directly incite any persons to the commission 
of crime other than intimidation, but that they 
did incite to intimidation, and that the conse- 
quence of that incitement was that crimes and 
outrages Were committed by the persons so in- 
elted, but we find that it has not been proved 
that the respoudents made payments‘ for the 
purpose of inciting persons to commit crime. 

‘* sizth— We find as to the allegation that the 
respondents did nothing to prevent crime avd 
that they expressed no bona fide disapproval of 
crime, that some of the respondents—in partic- 
ular Michael Davitt—did express a bona tide 
disapproval of crime and outrage; but that the 
respondents did not denounce the system of 
intinfidatiou which led to the commission of 
crime and outrage, but persisted in this ab- 
stention of denunciation with the knowledge of 
its effect. 

** seventh—We find that the respondents did 
defend persons charged with agrarian crimes 
and supported their families, but that it has 
not been proved that they subscribed to testi- 
monials for, or were intimately associated with, 
notorious criminals, or that they made pay- 
ments to procure the escape of such criminals 
from justice. 

‘* Bighth—We find, as to the allegation that the 
respondents made payments to compensate 
persons who had been injured in the commis- 
sion of crime, that they did make such pay- 
ments. 

** Ninth—As to the allegation that the respond- 
ents invited the assistance and co-operation of 
and accepted subscriptions of money from 
known advocates of crime and the use of dyna- 
mite, we find that the respondents did invite 
the assistance ana co-operation of and accept 
subscriptions of Money from Patrick Ford— 
kuown a8 an. advocate of crime and the use of 
dynamite; butit has not been proved that the 
respondents, or any of them, knew that the 
Clan-na-Gael controlled the Land League or 
was collecting money fora Parliamentary fund; 
but it has beeo proved that the respondents in- 
vited and obtained the assistance and co-opera- 
tion of the physical force party in America, in- 
cluding the Clan-na-Gael, and in order to ob- 
tain that assistance abstained from repudiating 
or condemning the action of that party. 

“Besides these there remain three specific 
eharges against Mr. Purnell personally, namely: 

(a) That at the time of the Kilmainham 
negotiations Mr. Parnell knew that Sneridan 
and Buyton had been organizing outrages, and 
therefore wished to use them to put down out- 
rages. We find this charge not proved. 

““(b) That Mr, Parnell was intimate with the 
leading Invinoibles; that he probably learned 
from them what they were about when he was 
released on parole in April, 1882, and that he 
recognized the Phenix Park murders as their 
handiwork. We find that there is no founda- 
tion for this charge, and that the Invincibles 
were not a branch of the Land League. 

**(c) That Mr. Parnellon Jan. 23, 1883. by an 
opportune remittance enabled F. Byrne to 
escape from justice to Franee. We flud that 
Mr. Purnell did not make any remittance to 
enable Byrne to escape from justice. 

‘Regarding the two special charges against 
Mr. Davitt that he was a Fentan and assisted 
in the formation of the Land League with 
money contributed for the purpose ot outrage 
andcrime; that he was in close and intimate 
association with the party of violence in 
America, and was mainly instrumental in 
bringing about an alliance between that party 
and the Parnellite and Home Rule party in 
Ameoriea, we tind it proved that Mr. Davitt was 
a Fenian and received money from the skir- 
mishing fund contributea for the purpose of 
outrage. This was pot, however, for the forms- 
tion of the Land League itself, but for the pro- 
motion of agitation leading up to it. It has 
been shown that Mr. Davitt returned the money 
trom his own resources. We tind also that he, 
in such close and intimate assuciation with the 
party of violence in America, was the man 
malnly instrumental in bringing about the 
alliance referred to.” 

Here follow the signatures of the Judges. 

In the opening of the report the Judges refer 
to the unprecedented character of the inquiry, 
and say they had no exampie to follow upon 
the mode of procedure. As the act empowered 
all persons implicated to appear by counsel, it 
was decided that the inquiry should be con- 
ducted as though the issue was directed to de- 
termine whether the yorsene charged were 
guilty of the acts allege The inquiry, there- 
fore, was based upon the laws of evidence and 
procedure prevailing in the ordinary courts. 

Referring to boycotting, it declares that ** the 
instances adduced before the commission 
proved that it constituted a system of intmi- 
dation of the most severe and cruel character. 
* = * It was an elaborate, all-pervading tyr- 
anny, aiming to injure the landlords as a class 
and to drive them out of the country. This 
action of the League far exceeded the 
limits of the —_ force of public opinion, and 
created a well-grounded terror in the minds of 
those suffering under it. The commission 
comes to the conclusion that this was the inten- 
tion of those devising and oarrying out the 
system. 

“In our judgment, the leaders of the League 
thus combining to carry out the boycott, were 
guilty of a criminal conspiracy. We consider 
this charge established against Messrs Parnell, 
Dillon, Biggar, Sexton, T. P. O'Connor, Matthew 
Harris, W. O'Brien, T. D. Sullivan, T. M. Healy, 
T. Harrington, E. Harrington, A. O'Connor, J. 
E. Kenny, W. Redmond, J. E. Redmond, Justin 
McCarthy, J. O’Connor, T. J. Condon, J. 
O'Kelly, Cummins, Cox, Patrick O’Hea, J. D. 
Sheehan, J. Leahy. E. Leamy, J.. Barry, C, K. 
Tanner, Maurice Healy, T. Quinn, Daniel Crilly, 
Henry Campbell, P. J. Foley. J. J. Clancy, J. 
F. K. O’Brien, R. Lalor, T. Manne, J. Deasy, J. 
Cc. Flyan, J. Jordan, W. J. Lane, D. Sheehy, D. 
Sullivan, G. N. Burn, and Michael Davitt.” 

Under the charge of dissemicating news- 

apers tending to incite to crime, thé report 
ays streasupon the fact that Mr. Parnell did 
not produce the report of any speech wherein 
he denounced the use of dynamite. 

The statistics of crime for 1880, 1881, and 
1882 strongly corroborated, the report says, 
the statement that outrages followed the estab- 
lishment of the Land League. The coincident 
decrease of crime with the inactivity of the 
League was equally conspicuous. “ As to the 
suggestion that crime was caused by secret s0- 
cieties acting in antagonisin to the League,” 
the report says, “Mr. Parnell stated in 
the House of Commons in January, 1881, that 
secret societies had ceased to exist * * * 
The question is not whether other causes can 
be suggested, the fact being that an increase 
during those years, though not exclusively to 
be ascribed to agitation, was mainly due to the 
action of the League and lts founders and lead- 
ers.’ 

“Proof has been given,” say the Judges, 
“that the League systematically and iIndis- 
criminately defrayed the expense of the defense 
of persons charged with agrarian crime. While 
supplying means for the defense of prisoners 


‘isin the abstract justifiable, we entertain no 


doubt that the knowledge that such assistance 
will in all cases be afforded must bave the ef- 
fect to encourage persons so disposed to com- 
mit outrages. The same observation applies to 
the support of their families.” In this connec- 
tion 4nd in the absence of the League accounts, 
the report declares that itis impossible to ar- 
rive at figures wit. any certainty. ‘*Gener- 





ally,” say the Judges, “we have not received 


that some of them, together with Mr. Davitt,’ 





from Mr. Parnell and the officers of the Land 
League the assistance we were entitled to ex- 
pect in investigating the League accounts.” 

Touching the connection of the League and 
the Clan-na-Gael, the report says “it was this 
Clan-na-Gael whose ieaders, closely associated 
with the lrish leaders, finally obtained, in 
April, 1883, control of the entire movement in 
America, henceforward retainingit. The mass 
of evidence proved that the Irish League in 
America has been since directed by the Clan- 
na-Gael, and has been actively engaged in pro- 
moting the use of dyramite for the destruction 
of life and property in England. It further 
proved that while the Clan-na-Gael controlled 
the League in America these organizations con- 
currently collested sums amounting to over 
$300,000 for a fund wherefrom payment 
should be made to Irish members of the Houses 
of Commons. It has not, however, been proved 
that Mr. Parnell knew the position of the Clan- 
na-Gael, the circulars of that body, besides the 
evidence of Le Caron, showing that its opera- 
tions were kept secret.” 

The Jimes leavesit “to the public to judge 
whether the report does not contirm, though in 
colorless, guarded judicial language, the main 


part of the statements in our articles 
on ‘Parnellism and Crime.’ It is but 
right to observe ‘*hat man things which 


the Commissioners in their judicial capacity 
declare not proved remain nevertheless legiti- 
mate matter furinference. The Judges acted 
upon a strict interpretation of the law of evi- 
dence. The most notorious facts were not ac- 
cepted; the most obvious assumptions were not 
entertained unless established by direct, con- 
clusive testimony. We are not finding fault 
with this, which was a necessary result of the 
form the Judges held it their duty to give to 
the inquiry.” 

After enumerating the charges proved and 
those not proved, the Times asserts that it never 
accused the Parnel! men of personal participa- 
tionin crime, and? coucludes: “If on certain 
points we are held not to have established our 
statements, the general effect of what we said 
remains unshaken.” 

The Morning Post, in its article on the Par 
nell Commission report, says: “ We sincerely 
congratulate Mr. Parnell, who has unmistak- 
ably, so faras his personal character is ¢on- 
cerned, bevn the victim of gross injustice, and 
whose separation from these odious imputa- 
tions will do much to neutralize the shook 
given to public confidence by the long-unan- 


swered repetition of such charges. But 
apart from the charges against the 
leaders, there still remains a residuum of 


charges too serious to leave any dispassionate 
mind unaffected. It remains for the British 
electorate to estimate alike the acquittal of 
Parnell and the condemnation of Davitt, 
though the honor is due to Davitt that he was 
the chief denunciator of crimes and outrage.” 

The News says: “the report amounts toa 
practical acquittal. The Commissioners have 
vindicated at once the character of the Irish 
leadera and theintegrity of the English bench. 
Thas the basis, ‘ Parnellism and Crime,’ with the 
hideous superstructure raise upon it, disap- 
pears from view. Nobody will think the 
worse of Davitt, Dillon, or O’Brien for having 
taken part in a revolutionary struggle. This 
is not a moral offense. The vile calumny 
that their movement was based upon assas- 
sination is exploded ana recoils with terrible 
force upon those who uttered it. Three upright 
Judges, whose prejudices, if they had any,were 
all against home rule, have cleared public life 
from a dark and ugly oloud.” 








TO STOP AT PROVIDENOE. 





A CHANGE IN THE ROUTE OF A BRAZIL- 
IAN LINE OF STEAMERS. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Feb. 13.—Importers, ship- 
pers, and business men generally here are highly 
elated over the establishment of direct steam- 
ship communication between this port and 
Para, Brazil. For some months negotiations 
have been pending between one of the largest 
rubber importing houses in the country—not 
excepting New-York—the Woonsocket Rubber 
Company of this city, with the Booth Steam- 
ship Company looking to the calling at this port 
of each one of the steamers on the voyage from 
_— before, as heretofore, touching at New- 

ork. 

This, of course, means that Providence will 
hereafter be a direot port of entry for Brazilian 
products, and that cargoes which heretofore 


have been landed. at Brooklyn docks-wih- in 


fature be unloaded at the wharf of the New- 
York, Providence and Boston Railroad Com- 
pany in this city, and shipped direct from here 
to all New-England points of destination. After 
unloading Providence consiguments the steam- 
ers will proceed to New-York by way of the 
Sound. 

Mr. Joseph Banigan, President of the Woon- 
socket Kubber Company, long since saw the 
great value of this movein the commercial in- 
terests of Providence, and has been chiefly in- 
strumertal in bringing about the new order of 
things. New-York importers have been dis- 
posed to defeat this change of ronte by the 
steamers, urging that the value of importations 
at this port would not warrant any such 
action on the part of the steamship company, 
but the growing Importance of the rubber trade 
here demonstrates the wisdom of the course to 
be pursued. The steamers will, as heretofore, 
sail direct from New-York, touching at New- 
pert News, but the return trip will be varied as 
ubove indicated. The first steamer to arrive 
here from Para will be the Basil, whioh 1s ex- 
pected on Saturday of this week, Feb. 15, 





THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 





WHAT A CATHOLIC CANADIAN JOURNAL 
SAYS ON THE SUBJECT. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 13.—Recently Archbishop 
Cleary of Kingston declared himself strongly in 
favor of separate schools, and alleged that pub- 
lic schools were leading Roman Catholic cbil- 
Gren astray from the principles of their religion. 
He also denounced all those who were endeay- 
ori to prevent the introduction of the sep- 
pace tht system. The Canadian Freeman, 


the Roman Catholic organ, 1s out to-day with a 
long article defending Archbishop Cleary’s ut- 
terances. It says: 


“No one can shut his eyes tothe fact that an or- 
ganized conspiracy exists throughout .tne world to 
cripple and destroy if possible the Catholic Church 
and Catholic institutions. It has had its source 
and origin in the secret oath-bound societies in 
Continental Europe, and now it is being brought 
into action by their emissaries in both the United 
States and Canada. After meeting with complete 
defeat in every other quarter these agents of 
Satan have as a last and as a desperate resource 
made the schoolroom the battle ground of their un- 
holy cause, and hence their anxiety to abolish, or at 
least torender inefiicient, our Catholic separate 
schools. 

“We have @ guaranteed right to our separate 
schools. They are an absolute necessity to us, and, 
by God’s heip; we are determined to defend them, 
even to death itself. In these secret lodgos all thia 
deviltry has been hatched, and from their unhal- 
lowed precincts bas gone forth the order of battle to 
‘their thousands of dupes and misguided followers. 
Our beloved Archbishop, like the taithful sentinel 
that he is, has sounded the note of warning, and it 
now remains for his loyal people to hearken to his 
voice and to rally in their might to follow out apd 
corroborate his every counsel. 

“ The intelligent and respectable Protestant elec- 
torate of the province will be heart and soul with 
you in the coming struggle, for with them civil and 
religious liberty are not a mere empty name, but 
are a tangible reality to be secured to Catholics as 
well as to Protestant Canadians.”

FIGHTING OVER THE FAIR

NOTHING TO BE DONE UNTIL 
WEDNESDAY NEXT. 

THE NEW CONFERENCE COMMITTEES AD- 

JOURN UNTIL THEN—£&XTRAORDI- 

NARY PROCEEDING IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 13.—The new conference com- 
mittees on the World’s Fair, appointed by the 
Senate last night and the House to-day, met to- 
night in the room of ex-Senater Fred Gibbs, at 
the Kenmore, and decided after fifteen minutes’ 
talk to adjourn until next Wednesday. 
The sentiment of the commiticee was 
to adjourn until Monday, but two of the 
Senators, :Laughlin and Henaricks, announced 
that they could not possibly return here before 
Tuesday night, owing to important engage- 
ments in their respective cities on Tuesday, and 
it was therefore necessary to postpone action 
till Wednesday. Nearly all the members of both 
the House and Senate committees were of the 
impression that between now and Wednesday a 
truce would be effected vetween the conflicting 
interests representing the two branches of the 
Legislature on one side and the General Com- 
mittee of the World’s Fair on the other. — 

As the situation is to-night three interests are 
to be consulted, and one of three must recede if 
the city of New-York really wants a World’s 
Fair. It is certain that the Senate will not re- 
cede. It is equally certain that the Assembly, 
after its extraordinary action to-day in wrest- 
ing from the hands of the Speaker the privilege 
of naming a committee, will not recede; and 
both Platt and anti-Platt Repubiicans and 
Democrats, fair and anti-fair men, declare 
that a fair bill can only be assured by the back- 
ing down of the World’s Fair General Commit- 
tee in New-York. The bill is now hung up be- 


tween the two houses. It has been lifted from 
the grave where the Legislature last week 
buried it, and it 1s awaiting the seientitic touch 
of some publicist to restore it to life and ac- 
tivity. . 

The proceedings that took place in the As- 
sembly to-day cannot infuse life into it. This 
is conceded by Republicans who voted with Mr. 
Fish and Republicans who voted against Mr. 
Fish. Conciliation, not antagonism; gentieness, 
not harshness; patriotism, not politics, is wDat 
is necessary now to restore the bill to its preper 
position in the Legislature, to assareits passage 
and signature by the Governor, to insure the 
fair for New-York City. 

The meeting of the thira conference-commit- 
tee was attended with no significant develop- 
meni Mr. Hendricks, on the part of the 
senate, plumply informed the members that 
the upper house must stand byits bill. The 
Assembly members made no answer, but Mr. 
Gibvos intimated that if an  adjourn- 
ment were taken the veopie in New- 
York might possibly patch up a _  col- 
promise. Coming from this soures all 
hands were quick to recognize its significance, 
and the general sentiment favored adjourn- 
ment. The suggestion was snapped up before a 
motion was putoravote taken. Wher the re- 
sult was known general surprise was ex- 
pressed, for after the turbulent scenes in the 
House it was thought that a disacreement 
between the two comm.ttees was in- 
evitable, for it wes certain that tke 
Senate committee would stand by the Senate 
bill and the Assembly committee would remain 
loyalto the Assembly bilL And inasmuch as 
each house would sustain the report of the com- 
mittee appointed by it, the bil] was bound to be 
hung up between the two houses wntil one or 
the other made up its mind torecede. The 
transformation in sentiment in the interim be- 
tween the adjournment of the Assembly and of 
the meeting of the conference committee was 
so great that 1t was suspected that already a 
movement for compromise bad been started. 

The proceedings in the House wers amusing 
as they were exciting, unique as they were 
novel. Gen. Husted had refused toinform any 
of his fellow-Assemblymen. of the composition 
of his proposed conference commities. Mr. Fish 
called upon him an Hout before the Aasembiy 
met, and the only satisfaction he could 
derive was that “the Spéaker would surprise 
the House.” Mr. Fish ¢ame into the House 
angry to the roots of nis hair. ‘Ii the Speaker 
does not appoint acommittese to represent thé 
sentiment of the House,” he said, “we will 
strip him of his authority and name our own 
committee.”” These were brave words, and Mr. 
Fish made them good. The innovation was 
startling and dangerous and required courage, 
but Mr. Fish was equal to the emergency. 

As soon as Gen. Eiusted announced * Messages 
from the Senate” Clerk Chickering read the re- 
port of the conference committees, which an- 
nounced their inability to awree, whereupon 
Gen. Husted adjusted his glasses and reac the 
following speech: 

GENTLEMEN: You have devolved upon the Chair 
amighty responsibility. I shall not attempt either 
to snirk or evade it. Two conference committees 
have heretofore been appoiuted by the Chair for 
the settlement of this vexed question. Neither of 
them has solved the problem. Hoth of those com- 
Tuittees were appointed in accordance with the ac- 
cepted parliamentary ruie. In that regard the 
Chair has complied with requiremeot and prece- 
dent. At this supreme juncture the Chair will not, 
by the exercise of his official prerogative, go upon 
the record a8 an enemy to au enterprise of 
which he is, im fact, an earnest friend. If 
this great undertaking is to be throttied 
in its inception other hands must grasp its 
throat. The peopleot New-York City demand the 
fair. They have generously and munificently sub- 
scribed their money to insure its success, They 
have aright to be heard by the representatives of 
the people. They have aright tobe heard through 
their own representatives. In the hope that 
reason will resume her sway, that pre}. 
udice and partisanship may be Iaid aside of 
overcome, that the great desire of the people of 
the metropolis may be gratified, the Chair wil) 
commit the interests in respect of this whole 
question to the charge of those whom sh* has sent 
to this House as the guardians of hor welfare an:l 
the exponents of her views. The Chair wu! still 
adhere to the precedents of the past. but will local- 
ize the membership of the committee by limiting 
it to the representatives from the metropolis. In 
accordance with the resoiation the Chair names as 
the conference committee Messrs. King, Lewis, 
Hoag, O’ Hare, and Dinkelspiel. 

The House was in a turmoil immediately. 
Messrs. Gibbs, Fish, and White were skurrying 
among the Democratic wembers, who, in the 
absence of Mr. Sheehan, were under the leader- 
ship of Judge Greene of Oranges. By common 
consent Mr. Fish was selected to lead the attack 
against the Speaker. He exclaimed: 

“Grave times require grave remedies. The 
House has four times passed upon this ques- 
tion, and with all due deference to the Speaxcs 
Imaintain that the committee which he has 
appointed does not represent the voice of the 
or. 

e was proceeding further when interrapted 
by Mr. Whipple of Catiaraugus, who wanted to 
know if there was any wotion before the House. 

“I move to substitute the name of Frederich 
8. Gibbs of New-York in place of Mr. King,” 
said Mr. Fish. 

The House was in confusion. A half dozen 
Senators had run over from the Senate when 
the debate on the Saxton bill was going on tu 
take in the proceedings. Mr. Fassett was 
prompting the Repubiicans on the back row, 
Mr. Ives was in Sheehan’s seat, Mr. Vedder was 
explaining to Mr. Fassett what it ail meant, 
Mr. O’Connor was giving points to young eyo, 
the hot-head from Broome County; Messrs. 
King, O’Hare, and Lewis of the committee just 
named were On their feet for recognition. Mr. 
Fish, with a seif-satistied air, surrendered the 
tloor to Mr. O’Hare, who said: 

‘While [feel highly complimented over the 
honor conferred upon me Dy the Chair to per- 
torm this important duty, I consider, in the as- 
sociation in which I am placed, that it will be 
utterly impossible for me to be of any benenit 
orservice to the coustituency which I repre- 
sent, and I therefore ask leave of the Speaker 
and the House to decline serving.” 

Mr. Fish smilea; so did Mr. Gibbs; so did Mr. 
White; while a ripple of applause came from 
the Tammany men. The Speaker's equanimity 
was not disturbed. “Ia peint Mr. Martin of 
New-York in pense of Mr. O'Hare,” he observed. 

Mr. Fieh held the floor. He was evidently well 
informed as to the intentions of the members, 
for he now surrendered to Mr. King, who de- 
clined the honor of a position on the committee 
as follows: 

“| have been opposed to thie bill from the 
beginning. Iam opposed toit on constitational 
grounds. If I accepted a position on the con- 
ference committee i would be unabie to report 
one way or the other upon the qusstion vf dif- 
Lerence that exists between the House and the 
Eenate, and [ therefore ask to be excnsed.” 

“Mr. King will remember,” said Speaker 
Busted, ‘‘that the constitutioual questions to 
which he refers are also mattore of conference.” 

“T understand that the conference committee 
have uo powee to consider any qwesrions 
other than those of disagreement between the 
“ 1 spmmaned replied the young rebel from Now- 

or 

Mr. Martin next declined. “Is it possible 
honest John has joines Tammany Hail?” sexed 
one of the Platt Republicans. Mr. Martin said 
he could not be of any use to bis constituents 
by serving on the committee. 

Mr. Fish followed, and every one in the Houre 
expected a treat “{t is the first timein my 
experience of seven years,” he s “*that a 
Speaker in defiance of the rights of the major- 
ity of tbe members hus So & committee 
that does not represent the sentiment of thas 
majority. Itis logical and right that a confer- 
ence committee should represent the will of the 
majority. I think it is plain that the Speaker 
has not followed this principle in regard 
to my mo It seems to me that this 
Assembly can well after the grsat 
meeting in New-York of the General Com- 
mittee of the World’s Fair, and ita unazimous 
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vote in favor of the Assembly bill, that the 
Assembly represents wost faithfully and hon- 
estiy the wishes of New-York Republicans and 
Democraise. What loading Republicans were 
there?) Warner Miller was there, the Repub- 
lican chieftain in the campaign of 1888, and 
Chauncey M. Depew, your candidate for Pres- 
ident at the Republican National Convention.” 

* But Mr. Depew made nospeech at the meet- 
Ing,” said Mr. Whipple. 

“That is so,” returned Mr. Fish, “but he 
voted in favor of the resolutions that approved 
the Assembly bili. That makes it plain where 
he stands. Them there are Elibu Root and 
William Waldorf Astor, laie Minister to Italy. 
Will any one say that Warner Miller, Chatneey 
M. Depew, W. W. Astor, and Elihu Root are not 
represeutative Republicans? Why, less than 
an hour ago the Speaker of this House said to 
me that he was going tO surprise the House.” 

Gen. Husted smiled and winked his eye. 

“Well, the Speaker has surprised the House. 
hasn’t he? And the House has surprised the

Mr, Fish continued: 


* Now for one, Mr. Speaker, Iam tired of hear- 
ing the Republicanism of these geutiemen, who are 
patriotic, and the unselfishness of their motives, 
questionedin any wanner. IL yar A apy gentleman 
in this ball here to-day, notwithstanding the twad- 
dle here and in the other House about this proposed 
fair having gone over to the hands of Tammany 
Hall; {[ defy any man here, no matter of what 
political party, to point out twenty Tammany Hall 
Men on this committes out of the one hundred 
and three. The resolution adopted by this comniit- 
tee tells us itis rubbish, end the men here know it 
is rubbish. I say thatin this State of New-York 
I do pot believe that there are 10 pér cent. of the 
yoters, whether Kepublicans or Democrats, who 
favor any proposition to insert the names of twenty 
men in an organization belonging to one political 
party.

“Who asked that we should have additional names 
putin? I have yet to hear who did, aw a@ tele. 
eTam yesterday signed by eminent Republicans, to 
be sure, but, Sir, for one, I prefer to trust my re- 
publicanism to the men who have got up this great 
enterprise, not for partisan purposes, but for the 
benelit of the State and the city of New-York, who 
got up this enterprises trom purely patriotic mo- 
tives, and not from selfish motives. Can any gentic- 
man in this hall on either side tell me what Jed lead- 
ing Republicans ot the city of New-York to ask 
that we add these names or adopt the Senate amend- 
ments! I pause forareply. 1 yield to the gentle. 
man from Erie, who isa late convert to our faith, to 
give us soine information on this point.” 

Mr. Andrus, (Republican)—Sinev the gentleman 
hindly affords me an opportunity, | would apolo- 
gize for being a Republican, because I believe in 
the face of such an exhibition of republicanism as 
has been witnessed au apology is necessary. If I 
had known that the principles of the Republican 
Party were to be committed to the hands of those 
whoare treacherous to it, it would have been a 
very grave course for me to follow in affiliating 
with aparty which the gentisman from Putnam 
(Fish) claims to represent. I am very ela to hear 
him pass encomiums wpon Warner iller, the ex- 
ponent of true republicanism. I would have been 
more glad to have heard those words from the lips 
ot the geutleman from Putnam if I had not heard 
on a preceding day some warmer encomiums on the 
part of the Democrats for the Hon. Chauncey M, 
Depew. 

The Speaker—The Chair will not permit any 
further persoual dicussion upon this subject. 

Mr. Fish—i wish the Chair would pot insist upon 
that, but give the gentlemhan from Erie fuil iati- 
tude in this matter. 

Mr. Andrus—I can find another opportunity to 
describe the Republicanism— 


He went no further, for at this juncture Mr. 
Fish asserted his prerogative and took the floor 
from Andrus. Mr. Fish resumed: 


“Jf I have offended the sensibility of the gentle- 
man from HKrie (Mr. Ardrus) I offer him most ample 
apology. Butto go back tothe discussion of the 
bul. My reasons for waking the motion are these: 
I maintain, Mr, Speaker, that a conference com- 
mittee should be appointed that will represent the 
sentiment of the House. andin view of that I mado 
my motion. I donot believe that there is any one 
who does not believe that I have a right to make 
that moiion. Notonly have I the right, but it is 
my bouuden daty to do it. I do not velieve that 
the interests of this House should be handed over 
to the tender mercies of the Senate.” 


Mr. Whipple started in to defend the Platt 
men and tie Platt position. It was a difficult 
thing to do, but Whipple did his duty fairly 
well. He said: 


*““Somo one asked me if Warner Miller isa Tam- 
many Hall man. iam not discussing Mr. Miller, 
but 1 say when a question is 80 presented as this 
has been by the Seuate of this State, indorsed vy 
the Republicans of the entire State, with. the ex- 
coption of a tew soreheads, it is right for the Ke. 
publican majority in the Assembly tu suppurt it. 
Such w# spectacle { have never witnessed. The 
leader of the great majority in the Honse, standing 
upon the floor, Where he has a right to stand, ad- 
dressing the Democratic side as it he were one of 
its leaders. So far as 1 know there has never been 
a@ time in the history of the Republican Party that 


it did not appreciate an honest man, who 
stood by faith snd not by some petty per- 
sonal feeling. This is ai struggle to see 
whether this commission shall be fair ana 


square as represented by & majority of the two 
branches of the Legisjature, or whether it shall ve 
partisan. That is all there is to it. Mr, Depew and 
Mr. Miller and others went to Washington to rep- 
resent this State upon this question before the Con- 
gressional committee. 1 have here a copy of the 
address they made there. ‘They were instructed to 
say, as I understand it, what the complexion of 
that commission was politically, aud they stated in 
their speeches that it contained sixty Republicans 
out of 103. That was an honest statement, as it 
shoulda have been, and as they believed it tobe, We 
lind, on thegcontrary, when itis examined, that there 
are only in the uttermost forty-six Republicans, I 
say tothe Republicans of these two houses that it 
is their duty to make that statement good, and that 
the coinplexion of that commission shall be what 
they represent it. It is a ftair proposition, 
and they should be supported in it. It has 
dragged along to this stage of the proceedings. We 
have had two conference committees. bes | were ap- 
pointedgunder a practice of this House, under a prac- 
tice governing all legislative bodies. One havin 
been appointed, it reported upon a compromise, an 
this House rejected it. The other having been ap- 
pointed, reported and unanimously asked the ap- 
pointment of another committee. Lhat proposition 
was puttothe House and agreed upon, and the 
Speaker appointed tie committee. It was right to 
do it. It was the — to do. It was the only 
thing to do to save the last life’s blood in the Fair 
bil. Why! Because if it were madefup of the com. 
plexion of the one that Mr. Fish suggests, there 
would be another disagreement certainly. 

* | am in favor of the fair, I am in favor of some 
agreement in the matter, but notin favor of sur- 
rendering any right of the Republican Party to the 
demands of the all-absorbing institution—Tammany 
Hall. I would noi surrender this right to Tam- 
many Hall for my existence. This committee 
should be appointed as the Speaker names it, be. 
cause, if there is any chance for an agreement and 
favorable result upon this matter, it must come 
from that kind of acommittes. This action by my 
friend Fish results in just this proposition; he has 
been willing by his conduct slowly to torture thé 
life ont of this bill and he cannot shirk that respon- 
sibility. It isjust alive; its heart just throbs. I 
say he has simply tortured it to this point.

PROGRESS IN WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—The House special 
World’s Fair Committee will meet to-morrow, 
when the report of the sub-committee prepared 
by Chairman Candler will be submitted.

Resolved, That we hereby declare our earnest 
protest against this unvalled-for and unjustitied 
action upon the part of certain Republican manip- 
ulators of the State Legislature as an oh 
upon the poop of the city of New-York in 
jeopardizing the prospects of the fair being held 
thereat,if not defeating the project entirely, thus sub- 
stantially rendering nugatory the guarantee fund 
ol $5,000,000 aubscribed by its citizens, leaving to 
the diversion of millions of money from the city, and 
resulting in great injury to the laboring and work- 
ing interests thereof by their losing this excep- 
tivoeal Opportunity for employment Aron the cou- 
struction and work necessary to the fair buildings 
and grounds. 

In support of the resolutions Mr. Voorhis stated

AMY FOWLER'S WORK. 





MEETING OF TRE AMERICAN LEPROSY 
FUND SOCIETY IN BROOKLYN. 


In the parlor of Richard F. Downing’s resi- 
dence, 43 Sterling-place, Brooklyn, Miss Amy 
C. Fowler, who is soon to begin her chosen 
workin the leper settlement of Molokai, sat 
last evening and chewed gum during the read- 
ing of a paper which described in truthful 
terms the ravages of the loathsome disease 
among the people for whom Father Damien 
sacriticed his life. The occasion was the first 
meeting of the American Leprosy Fund Society, 
which has been organized through Miss Fow- 


ler’s personal efforts since she arrived here 
from England. 

A score of persons interested in the work 
which the society will endeavor to perform, 


and anxious to meet Miss Fowler, at- 
tended the mesting. Letters of regret 
from many others were received, and 


cablegrams were read fromthe Prinee of 
Wales, President of the British society, with 
which the American society will co-operate, 
and from the Rev. Hugh Chapman, the organ- 
jzer of the British society. Mr. Richard I, 
Downing, President of the society, read a paper 
which had been prepared vy Dr. Prince a. 
Morrow on ‘ Father Damien and the Lepers of 
Molakal.”” Dr. Morrow visited Molokal but a 
short time ago, and his paper was an interest- 
ing one. Dr. Titus M. Coan, who had also had 
much chance for personal observation at Mol- 
okai, made some remarks about the place and 
peeple. 

The interest of the evening naturally centred 
in Miss Fowler, who is slight and short in 
Stature for a woman. Her face is plain, but 
remarkably attractive, her brown eyes are 

leasant, but have a very determined look, and 

er brown hair is combed straight back frum 
her forehead without a suggestion of a crimp 
orabane. Dressed in biack, she appeared very 
demure and retiring, and was not inclined to 
be talkative with those whom she met for the 
first time. When shedid speak, it was notof 
what she expected personally to do in the leper 
settiement, but of the terrible need of care and 
help which the doomed members of the settle- 
ment havé. Of the fearfulness of the task she 
has voluntarily assumed she seemed utterly 
unconscious, 

Miss Fowler will leave here on Monday for 
San Francisco, where, on Feb. 28, she will take 
the steamer for the Sandwich Islands.

The doors of the great dining hall were opened 
at8 o’olock, and when the guests were seated 
President J. G. Oglesby of the Chamber of Com- 
merce welcomed the visitors. Gov. Gordon 
was the first speaker. He welcomed the dis- 
tinguished visitors in behalf of the State of 
Georgia, and was followed by Mayor Glenn, 
who spoke for the city of Atianta, ‘ben fol- 
lowed the reguiar set speeches of the evening 
by Gov. Campbell of Ohio, the Hon, Charles 3, 
Smith, President of the New-York Chauber of 
Commerce; the Hon. Patrick Calhoun of Atlan- 
ta, Congressmau William L. Wilson of West 
Virginia, tue Hon. W. E. Russell of boston, and 
the Hon. Jonathan Lane. 

Mr. Kussell began by saying that he came 
from the old Bay State bearing greeting 
and good wishes to a younger of the 
thirteen sisters who, joined in peril and 
oppression, were now in peace and pros- 
poriey. prominent factors of a great Repub- 
lio. 6 thanked his hearers for the cordial 
welcome they had accorded him, and said that 
to-day the spirit of all the States, North, South, 
East, and West, was to share one another’s bur- 
dens. He paid a graceful tribute to Henry W. 
Grady’s memory aud said that his patriotic 
purpose, political convictions, aud progressive 
spirit represented as truly the 600 wemuers of 
the Young Men’s Democratic Club oft Massa- 
viusetts, whom he (Mr. Russell) spoke for, as it 
did his beloved féllow Georgians. ‘* From his 
open gtave,” said Mr. Russell, ** God grant that 
i may to-night cated the inspiration of his 
teaching.” 

The speaker then told of the marvelous re- 
covery of the South from the impoverished and 
exhausted condition in which it was left at the 
close of the civil war The census of 1870 
showed a loss of $2,100,000,000 in the assessed 
value of the South as compared with the cen- 
sus of 1860, but the inerease in values from 
1880 to 1890 far offseta that shrinkage. In 
1880 the valuation was $2,913,436,095, but in 
December, 1890, according to the Manwfactur- 
ers’ Record, 1t amounted to the noble figure of 
$4,220,166,400, (only a partial estimate.) In 
that decade the railroad mileage of the South 
increased from 19,431 to 40,250 miles, the yield 
of cotton from 5,755,359 to 7,250,000_ bales, 
and the capital of national banks jumped trom 
$45,597,730 to $76,454,500. The number of 
new industrial enterprises entered into in the 
past four years footed up about 14,000, and the 
South might truly be said to have begun 
‘a vigorous prosecution of the pursuits of 
peace.” 

Mr. Russeil then spoke of the three great 
political reforms now before the country, which 
are to bring back our Government to the spirit, 
purpose, and wisdom of its founders. Ballot 
reform—to correct evils that exist at the very 
source of political power; civil service reform 
—to wake the peopie’s servants represent them 
and not & party, and tariff returm—a com- 
mercial and industrial necessity to broaden the 
field of our activity. He closed with the senti- 
ment: ‘As our fathers bravely met the duties 
of their day, so let us, unfettered by the past, 
bravely meet the duties of our day, seeking 
only truth, justice, liberty, the welfare, honur, 
and progress of our beloved country.”

THE TROTTING ASSOCIATION SERVED

BUFFALO, Feb. 13.—To-day’s proceedings look 
as though the National Trotting Association 
may have made a big mistake in taking the 
action it did yesterday in the Nelson-Alcryon 
case.

Ri vida | afternoon Mr. W. B. Hoyt, repre- 
senting the National Trotting Association, went 
before Judge Corlett in Special Term of the 
Supreme Court and sought to have the injune- 
tion dissolved. The motion was opposed by 
Mr. M. J. Smiley of Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
Mr. Norris Morey of this city. The arguments 
lasted al) the afternoon, and shortly after 6 
o’elovk Judge Corlett announced his decision. 
Not only did he decline to dissolve the injunc- 
tion, but be also issued an order requiring the 
National Trotting Association and President 
Johnston to show eause why they should not 
be punisbed for contempt of court in disregard- 
ing the injunction. The order was made re- 
turnablé on Feb. 24 at 10 A. M.

A CONTRACT FOR A RAILROAD THROUGH 
THE NITRATE WORKS, 


SanTIaGO, Jan. 11.—A goontract has been 
signed by the Government with Mr. George 
Philiips for the construction of a railroad with 
meter gauge from Antofagasta to Aguas Blan- 
cas. The conditions -are that the definitive 
plans are to be submitted to the Government 
within three months, and thatj within four 
months of their approval the work is to 
be commenced. The railway has to pass 
through all the nitrate works between 
Antofacasta and Aguas Blancas, and is obliged 
to construct branches to place it in communi- 
cation with all nitrate works to be established 
hereafter, The Government reserves the ene 
of purchasing the railroad at any time on the 
valuation of oxperts appointed the Presi- 
dent of the Republic. As a guarantes for the 
fulfillment of the contract Mr. Phillips has de- 
posited $20,000 which will be forfeited to the 
state if the definitive plans are not submitted 
within the stipulated time and the work com- 
meneed as agreed upon. 

Senor Don Emilio ©. Varas, Minister at Wash- 
ington, will shortly return to this capital to 
occupy the position of Judge of the Suprame 
Court, and will be replaced by Senor Don Pru- 
dencio Lazcana. 

Tho exports of nitrate from the port of Iquique 
for the year 1889, in kilogrammes, (two pounds 
and one-fifth,) amounted to 440,281,173, the 
heaviest month being November, with an ex- 
port of 56,345,394 kilogrammes, and the lightest 
being Mareh, with 20,697,853. The total cus- 
toms collections at this port for the past year 
were $13,036,788.

This chorus was only fairly 
rendered, the temors being sometimes very 
much out of tune. Amid applause Miss Lena 
Little made her appearance. Her first_selec- 
tion was “Nightin May,” by Brahms. This is 
& very pretty chanson, which the artist 
rendered very well. Her second number 
was “How Is My Lovely, Lovely Prin- 
cess?” also by Brahms, In this song 
the eantata displayed her real talent. So fine 
was the rendiuonu and go facile were all the 
modulatious that the audience was tairly 
carried away, and when Miss Little left the 
stage the applause was deafening. 

Herr Cari Beck stepped to the director’s plat- 
form and conducted *Life’s Springtime,” by 
Spicker. This was sung by the Beethoven Maen- 
nerchor of San Antonio. These presented a 
fine appearance and rendered the number but 
fairly, the tenors being at times very deficient, 
and the basses failing completely in the pianis- 
simo parts.

THE BLUE PLEADS FOR THE GRAY, 

RICHMOND, Va, Feb. 13.—An interesting in- 
ciaent of the proceedings of the Virginia House 
of Delegates to-day was the advocacy by Mr. 
B. Uhambors, an ex-Federal soldier of North- 
umberland County, of a bill appropriating 
money for the relief of ex-Confederate soldiers 
of this State disabled inthe late war. In his 
speech championing this measure, Mr. Cham- 
bers said he served in the Union Army during 
the war and fought against the men who now 
ask for this help.

AS FAR APART AS EVER. 

DES MorInEs, Iowa, Feb. 13.—The day in the 
House has been an exciting and tumultuous 
one. It opened with every prospect of an 
amicable adjustment of the dead-lock, soon 
grew stormy, and ended with an open rupture 
and the two contending forces as far away from 
an agreement as ever. 

Gov. Larrabee surprised both branches of the 
Legislature by sending in his biennial message 
to-day.

LABOUOHERE ASKS QUESTIONS. 





DEBATE ON THE QUEEN’S ADDRESS IN 
PARLIAMENT’. 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—Mr. Henry Howorth re- 
sumed the debate on the address. He defended 
the Government, and saidit had shown every 
possible consideration for Portugal. 

Mr. Labouchétre withdrew his amendment for 
the publication of the fuilest information as to 
how Prince Bismarck had induced Italy to join 
the triple alliance. He desired to know whether 
England was in any way bound to Italy, and 
what assurances had been given to Prince Bis- 
marck as an equivalent for his action if, In case 
of a European war, France should seize the 
chance to reconquer Alsace and Lorraine. Was 
Englaud in any way expected then to support 
the combination against Franee despite the 


general sympathy of the nation with that coun- 
try? It was England’s policy to keep out of 
such entanglements. 

He admitted that the Portuguese question 
presented great difficulties. He thought it sig- 
nificant that all neutral natives sympathized 
with Portugal. He had no anxiety regarding 
the resuits of this difficulty upon the form of 
the Government at Lisbon. Portugal would do 
as well under a republic as under a monareby. 
He procgeded to attack the concessions given 
to the South African Company through the 
Dukes of Fife and Abercorn. He did not see 
what right these gentlemen had to charge roy- 
alties on the products of the mines in Africa. 
He held that arbitration offered the best course 
to deal with Portugal, and thought that we 
ploy also try to keép the Zambesi open te the 
world. 

Mr. James Bryce, (Liberal,) member for the 
South Division of Aberdeen, asked the Gov- 
ernment for information regarding the posi- 
tion of the negotiations between England and 
France concerning the Newfoundland fisheries. 

The Right Hon. Sir James Fergusson, Under 
Seeretary for the Foreign Office, replied that 
the negotiations were tending to a settlement 
of the dispute. If a conelusion was not soon 
arrived at a modus vivendi would be arranged 
for a year.

PORTUGAL’S QUARREL. 
LISBON, Feb. 18.—The opposition papers pub- 
lish the dovuments of the negotiations between 
Great Britain and Portugal. Mr. Glynn-Petrie, 
it appears from these, vouched for Constil John- 
son at Mozambique as an agent knowing the 
ideas and plans of the Government, and nego- 


tiations for limitation of territory were there- 
tore conducted with him, but this understand- 
ing, which satisfied the Marquis of Salisbury, 
collapsed on account of opposition of Scotch 
missionaries.

ZANZIBAR, Feb, 13.—Seyyid Khalifah, the Sul- 
tan of Zanzibar, died suddenly to-day. His 
brother, Seynoid Ali, succeeds him. The dead 


Sultan ruled only a short time, as he succesded 
his father, Bargash ben Said, March 27, 1888. 

Dr. Charles Worth, attached to the British 
Consulate, and Dr. Martin, surgeon of the man- 
of-war Boadicea, examined the body and found 
no external evidences that the death was un- 
natural. The Arabs will not permit an 
autopsy. He will be buried to-night. For- 
eigners regret the absence of Gen. Matthews, 
who started for Bombay two days ago.

THE WARD’S ISLAND BOARD MUST BE 
FOR OR AGAINST DR. GUERNSEY, 


There was a meeting of the Homeopathic 
Medical Society in its rooms, at Twenty-thira- 
street and Third-avenue, last night, at which a 
rap was made at Dr. Egbert Guernsey, Chair- 
man of the Medical Board of the Ward’s Island 
Homeopathic Hospital, and also at Dr. E. 
Guernsey Rankin of the staff of that institution. 
Dr. George M. Dillow announced that charges 
had been made to the committes of which he 
was Chairman against two members, (Drs. 
Guernsey and Rankin,) and said that as these 
charges were very long they had been given 
into the keeping of the Secretary, with the un- 


derstanding that they should be considered at a 
special meeting of the society to be held next 
week. 

Dr. J. M. Schley, on behalfof the special Con- 
ference Committees on Ward’s Island Hospital, 
was about to make a report when he was inter- 
rupted by Dr. G Buckingham Smith, who 
moved thatthe charges mentioned by Dr. Dil- 
low be printed and a copy sent to each member 
of the society “so that there need be no more 
of this star chamber business.” 

Dr. Dillow—You reflect upon the honesty of 
the vommittee, 

Dr. Smith—I have the floor, Mr. Chairman. 

Dr. Dillow—But I protest— 

Dr. Smith (excitedly)—I have the floor; go sit 
down, Sir! This whole movement is a personal 
one. I don’t know the members of the commit- 
tee and Iam not anxious to, but I do know the 
old gentleman at whom these proceedings are 
directed. 

Dr. Smith’s motion was lost, and then Dr. 
Schley read a communication from the Com- 
missioners of Charities and Correction which 
declared that that board would not inier- 
fere with the present composition of the 
tmedical staff The committee was there upon 
dismissed and Dr. Schley, on behalf of the 
Committee on Public Institutions, presented 
the following, which was approved, it being 
amended so as not to include the word ‘“re- 
markable:” 

“In consideration of the remarkable decision of 

the Commissioners of Charities and Correction in 
regard to our petition to pooteenie? the staff of the 
Ward’s Island Homeopathic Hospital, the Commit- 
tee on pete Institutions of this society deems it 
only right and just to place the entire responsi- 
bility of the future medical management of the 
institution upon those jnembers of the medical 
board who are still members of our OE We 
must look to them to right the wrong. It is fur- 
ther requested that a communication covering the 
the above points besent to each member of the 
staff who is a member of this society.”’ 
' It seems that when the charges were made 
against Drs. Guernsey and Kankin copies were 
sent to the accused physicians, but they totally 
ignored the fact that a committee of inquiry 
was to meet to consider the accusation chat 
they had not treated patients according to 
homeopathic methods. The report of Dr, 
Schliey’s cothmittes was the result. It is now 
probable that the society will either require 
the homeopathic members of the Medical 
Board of the Ward’s Island Hospital to reure, 
or will expel them in case they refuse to ac- 
quiesce in the opposition to Dr. Guernsey.

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 
VERY NEAR COMPLETION. 

FINDLAY, Ohio, Feb. 13.—Work 1s being pushed 
rapidly on the construction of the Toledo, Find- 
lay and Springfield Railway. A force of several 
hundred men 1s engaged in laying track,and over 
a mile aday is being laid at present. The com- 
pany intend to push the work at the same rapid 
rate until it is completed. Construction and 
freight trains are now running on the road be- 
tween North Baltimore and Bowling Green.

Regular 
service will be put on the road on Monday, thus 
giving to Findlay important southern, eastern, 
and western connections. The read will be fin- 
ished from Kenton to Columbus between now 
and September, which will give Northwestern 
Ohio valuable facilities for reaching the State 
capital.

A LIVELY FIGHT AHEAD. 

Reports from Connecticut indicate that the 
Housatonic Road is already preparing to renew 
the battle in the Connecticut Legislature next 
Winter for permission to build a road from 
Bridgeport to this city, aud also to increase its 
capital stock.

The hand of the Housatonic—through the fin- 
gers of which eoze attractive bank notes—is al- 
ready being felt in the contest for the control 
of the General Committees of the Democratic 
and Republican Parties. President Starbuck of 
the Housatonic and President Bostwick of the 
New-England—their interests are practically 
the same—are said to have auddenly developed 
acute interest in the doings of certain Connect- 
icut politicians and to haye inquired with much 
solicitation as to their welfare. The New-Haven 
surplus, however, is still in good condition, and 
the indications, therefore, are that the fight 
will be a hot one—hotter even than that of last 
year, 


THE AGREEMENT VIOLATED. 
CHICAGO, Feb, 13.—The Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern Railroad took the bull by the horns 
again to-day by notifying Chairman Faithorn 
that it would put the reduced scale of rates 
between Chicago and St. Paul into effect next 
Monday, Feb. 17. This step is taken in viola- 
tion of the rules of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation, which require that ten days’ notice 


shall be given in such cases, but the Burling- 
ton and Northern claims that the agreement 
has already been violated by the Chicazo, Mil- 
Waukee and St. Paul in announcing in the Exat 
that the rates would become effective ,over its 
line Feb. 21.

MANY TOPICS DISCUSSED 


NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS 
, OONVBNTION. 

THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT BILL 

NOW BEFORE CONGRESS INDORSED 
—THE EVENING’S BANQUET. 


| A variety of topics was discussed by tho 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
atthe second day’s session yesterday in the 
Hotel Brunswick. The attendance of members 
was @ little larger than on the day before. Tho 
first topic to be considered was an international 
copyright law, and Robert Underwood Johnson 
of the Oentury was tendered the privileges of 
the floor in defense of the proposed law now 
before Congress. He declared that the bill had 
been drawn up s0 as to inflict no hardship on 
any one, An exception hadbeen made for the 
®xpress benefit of newspaper editors and libra- 
tians, allowing the importation of two copies of 
any English or other foreign work for exami- 
Dation or as additions to libraries. The disous- 


sion ended with the adoption of the following 
coemetion, presented by the Committee on 
usiness: 

Resolved, That the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association is in hearty sympathy with the 
efforts now being made by American authors to ob- 
tain from Congress a fuller security for literary 
peanerey, and we believe the proposed international 
Copyright billto be in the interestof the national 
honor and welfare, 

Charles L. Lee, a guest of the Publishers’ As- 
sociation and President of the National Edito- 
rial Association, was given the flour to discuss 
& project of co-operation between the two or- 
ganizations. The Editorial Association repre- 
Bents about three thousand weeklies aud smaller 
dailes in various parts of the country. Mr. Lee 
believed that there were many of these which 
were desirous of taking a more progressive at- 
titude with reference to rates for advertisements 
and metiods of dealing with advertisers. They 
would be greatly strengthened in their purpose 
if they had a more complete knowledge of the 

— adopted by the larger newspapers as a 

ody. 

Major Richards moved that the whole matter 
be referred tothe Executive Committee, with 
power to arrange for some eort of limited mem- 
bership by these smaller papers in the Publish- 
ers’ Association, giving them the right to get 
the bulletins of the latter but not to vote, He 
accepted two amendments, one by William C., 
Bryant of the Brooklyn Zimes, providing that 
the members of the Publishers’ Association 
vote by mail on any suggested plan so that the 
Executive Committee might act immediately, 
and one by Lewis Baker of the 8t. Paul Glebe 
directing a conference between the Executive 
Committees of the two associations. The 
amended motion prevailed. 


The matter ot circulation methods causeda 
long dobate. President Scott rather liked the 
New-York acheme of giving a newsdealer one 
new paper fortwo of aformor date returned. 
Making papers returnable at all was generally 
opposed. Mr. Scott owned that ‘*up around 
St. Paul’ the Chicago Hera/d was returnable. 
Mr. Baker said that fact was the exouse of his 
OwD competitorsin St. Paul for not making their 
papers non-returnable. Col, Morgan said that 
the New-Haven -kegisier was not only non-re- 
turnable, but the newsdealers had to pay for 
their estimated saies for the month In advance, 
getting a discountof 5 per cent. for doing so. 
Tois plan worked well. 

On motion of Mr. Baker, as amended by Ma- 
or Richards, it was decided that “it 18 the 

ense of the association that the accounts of all 

aivertising agents should be settled up once a 
month.” hen the subject of improved me- 
chanical appliances for the newspaper business 
was taken up and the President said he had 
examined, in connection with a well-known 
printing-press manutacturer, a new stereotyp- 
ing process which struck him very favorably. 
A German had invented a paste which could be 
taken from the type and dried afterward in an 
oven. This made it possible to make a plate in 
five minutes at the outside. Col. Morgan reaa 
@ paper on type-setting machines. He thought 
they were sure to come into general use very 
soon. Heread a letter from the President of 
the International Typographical Union show- 
ing that that organization had distinctly in- 
dursed the use of sush machines, provided 
union printers were employed. ‘Then the Chair 
Buggested that the matter be laid over for con- 
sideration by the executive session. 

In the afternoon, subjects of interest only to 
the pubiishers were debated for some time. 
There was a little fun over the proposition to 
stop using the tittle “Dr.” before the names of 
physicians in regular practice, who think it un- 
professional to advertise in newspapers. Some 
of the members thought that there was po more 
reason tor speaking in the news columns of “ Dr. 
Smith” thau of ‘Grocer brown.” Each was an 
advertisement. Then it was suggested that 
this was one of the city editor’s ways of paying 
for news, and the matter was ailowed to pass 
without action. 

The following officers were elected for the en- 
suing year: 

President—James W. Scott, Chicago Herald;

This list was presented by the Nominating 
Committee, composed of Messrs. Morgan, Law- 
s0n, and Chapin. There was no contest. In ac- 
cepting the Presidency, Mr. Scott dwelt upon 
the necessity of a local organization in New- 
York City, the neadquarters of the advertising, 
agency business. H, I. Gunnison of the Brook- 
lyn #agle, William ©. Bryantof tne Brooklyn 
4imes, and Victor P. Lawson of the Chicago 
News were appointed a committee to consider 
the elevated railroad advertising matter. Then 
the meeting went into executive session, when 
the relations of newspapers with labor unions 
were freely discussed. 

The banquet in the evening was begun at 7:30 
o’clock, President James W. Scott of the Chi- 
cago Herald acting as master of ceremonies. 
On his right was Charles A. Dana and on the 
left Charlies L. Lee. Covers were laid for 125, 
and every seat except Mr. Depew’s was filled 
when the first course was served. 

The speech-making began at 10 o’clock. Mr. 
Lee was first calied on, and gave an outline 
of the character of the association which he 
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represented. Allan Forman of the Jowrnal- 
wst told about the infinite contempt of edi- 
tors for ‘those fellows down stairs,” 


and of the counting-room people for the 
*‘zhouls in the garret.” He said moat efforts 
to organize editors and reporters in New-York 
had failed. Once an attempt had been made to 
getup a reporters’ labor union. At the first 
meeting some one suggested that as newspaper 
MInen were Molders Of public opinion it be 
called ‘‘ Molders’ Union No. 1.” That killed 
the project.

A BIG DRY GOODS HOUSE FIRE, 





THE LOSS WILL REACH NEARLY HALF 
A MILLION—INSURANCES,. 


CHIOAGO, Feb. 18.—The large brick and stone 
building at the corner of Adams and Market 
streets, owned by the great dry goods house of 
J. V. Farwell & Co, caught fire early this morn- 
ing, and before the flames could be subdued the 


-southern half of it was gutted. This portion of 


the building was occupied by Taylor Brothers, 
dealers in hats and caps, and Work Brothers, 
dealers in clothing and aniforms. A heavy fire 
wall which runs through the middle of the 
structure prevented the spread of the flamea to 


the northern half of the building, which is’ 


filled with the heavy wholesale stock of dry 
goods of the Messrs, Farwell, 

A careful estimate of the loss made after the 
fire was under control places the total damage 
at $475,000, of whioh Mr. Work loses $325,000, 
Taylor Brothers #50,000, and Farwell & Co., on 
the building, $100,000, 

Menael Brothers & Oo, dealers in fancy dry 
goods, occupied the basement, and their loss is 
probably $25,000, chiefly by water. 

One hfe will probably be lost, and several 
firemen are seriously injured. William Sallan- 
der, while on a thirty-six-foot ladder on the 
south wall, was knocked trom his footing and 
fell to the stone pavement below. He struck 
on his head and was I gery up unconscious. 
ate a was tractured and he was internally 

ured, 
ohn Meyers fell with the crashing in of the 
thira floor, and was dragged out more dead than 
alive by his comrades. Three other men were 
cut about the face, bead, and hands by flying 
glass and particles, but none of them seriously.

THE CORPORATION TAX. 
CONSOLIDATED COMPANIES ARE RE- 


QUIRED TO PAY IT. 


ALBANY, Feb. 13.—Attorney General Tabor 
has handed in an opinion to Deputy Seoretary 
of State Thomas E, Benedict which, if sus- 
tained by the courts, will materially increase 
the revenue of the State from corporations 
consolidating into a single corporation. The 
question referred was as to whether a cor- 
poration formed by the consolidation of two or 
more corporations, under Chapter 367, Laws of 
1884, should be required to pay the organiza- 
tion tax imposed by Chapter 143, Laws of 
1886, which requires that a tax of one-vighth 
of 1 per cent. shall be due and payable 
upon the incorporation of a corporation, 
joint stock company, or association, or upon 
the increase of the capital thereof, and no such 


corporation, joint stock company, or associa- 
tien shall have or exercise any —- 
powers until said tax shall have veen pai 

The Attorney General says that a vorpora- 
tion so formed seems to be regarded by the act 
of 1834 as a new corporation and within the 
rule jlaid down by the bupreme Court and Court 
of Appeals in the oase of the People ex rel- 
Martens against Cook, [10, New-York State Re- 
porter 650; 110 N. Y. Kep., 443.] Itis true, the 
Attorney General says, that it becomes vested 
with tho property and franchises of the consoli- 
dating corporations, but it is also endowed 
with new aud additional rights, and mdy be 
subject to other and yreater liabilities than the 
consolidating corporativuuns. A new corpora- 
tion is clearly embraced within the provisions 
ot the act of 1886 imposing an organization 
tax. It proposes to become se eorporation hy or 
under the general law of the State, having a 
ones tal stock divided into shares, whieh seem 
to be the only conditions imposed by the act to 
subject it to Jiability for the payment of tax. 

The effect of this decision will be to increase 
the amount of money received annually by the 
State from corporations by about $30,000. The 
amount received from such source for the year 
ending Oct. 30, 1889, was about $200,000. If 
the opinion 1s sustained 4 the courts, 1t will 
also result in compelling all corporations con- 
solidated since the passage of the law of 1886 
to pay a tax of one-cightn of 1 per cent. upon 
théir consolidated capital, as the iaw distinctly 
says they shall not exercise privileges of in- 
corporation until such a tax is paid. 








CONNECTICUT SAVINGS BANKS. 

HARTFORD, Feb. 13.—The reports of the sav- 
ings banks in this State are satisfactory. The 
number of savings institutions in 1889 was 86, 
witn 295,296 depositors. The total amount on 
deposit was $110,370,962, The total assets of 
these banks amounted to $116,643,875, being 
an excess of $6,272,913 as compared with lia- 
bilities. 

Tbe report which has just been issued shows 
that only tive banks last year paid 5 per cent, 
ou deposits of $4,268,218; 18, 4-2 on $18,601,- 
475, while 52 paid 4 per cent. op deposits of 
$68,934,584 21. The interest ten ig ago was 
higher on deposits than at present. But the de- 
posits in ten years have incrsased $37,528,519, 
The assets of the savings banks have increased 
$40,402,059 ip the same per'*é. 

The condition of the savings institutions in 
this State is better than ever before, the great- 
est growth and prosperity occurring during the 
last decade.

DUTY ON HOPS. 





NEW-YORK MERCHANTS OPPOSED TO 
THE PROPOSED INCREASE, 


Hop merchants of this city are a good deal 
exercised over the proposed increase in the 
duty on hops by the tariff bill now before Con- 
gress. Such an increase would be extremely 
unsatisfactory to them with hardly an excep- 
tion. They believe it would be disastrous also 
to the growers, who will be responsible for the 
advance if it is made. 

A petition was recently sent to Congress by 
the hop growers of this State, stating that “ the 
hop industry in New-York State, in common 
with the hop industry in other sections of the 
United States, is at the present time in a de- 
plorable condition; that for the period of four 
or five years past prices have been maintained 
at such low figures that the farmers and pro- 
ducers have been unabie to obtain any satis- 
factory returne for their labor.’”’ This state of 
affairs, the petition says, cannot continue with- 
out serious damage to the interests of a large 
class of people. To remedy it Congreas is 
asked to increase the duty on foreign hops to 25 
—7" pound. The present duty is 8 centsa 
pound, 

A member of the firm of Lillenthal Brothers, 
one of the largest hog houses in the country, 
said yesterday: ‘‘We not only oppose the rais- 
ing of the tariff, but we are in favor of free 
trade. If any change is to be made we prefer 
to see the duty removed altocether. As toa 
prohibitive tariff aiding the growers, we are of 
the opinion thatitis & mistaken idea of theirs, 
If German hops are exeluded from this country 
they will only go in larger quantities to Eng- 
land, thus cutting off there the demand for 
American hops, which is to-day a normal and 
healthy one. The result would be that Englana 
would not look to America for any hops, and 
our growers wouldthen be at the mercy of the 
consumers of this country, who are able to 
handle the hop market pretty much as they 

lease. Tho freer importation of German em 
tuto the United States, which are much more in 

avor with American brewers than with English 
brewers, will open the door to a larger exporta- 
tion of American hops to England. The result 
would be a healthy and profitable market.” 

Valentine Loewi of 37 Pearl-street thought 
there was already sufficient protection. “A 
fair estimate,” he said, “of the cost of growing 
hops, including packing, is 11 to 12 cents. _ For- 
eign hops to-day are worth from 19 to 20 cents. 
We put our own hops on sale at practically the 
same price, which gives American hops tbe ben- 
efit of an eight-cent duty and of a@ two-cent 
freight rate. Temporarily, of course, there 
would be an advantage to the ,growers if they 
could get the advanced rate, but they seem to 
think thatit woula solve the problem forever. 
They forget for the moment that the farmers of 
Kent County, England,recently petitioned Par- 
ljament to put a duty on American hops, Noth- 
ing was done about it, but it would follow that, 
it ibe duty was put up here, the agitation there 
would certainly be renewed, and successfully, 
too.’ 

M. Rothbarth denounced the movement for 
anincrease as a political job He was sure 
that an inorease in the duty would not increase 
tue price here. ‘‘ Before 1875,” he said, ‘the 
duty was 5 cents, and the average price for 
hops was nearly double what itis now, with 
the duty at 8 cents, which shows that the ad- 
by in price did not benefit the growers,” 

everal other dealors expressed themselvas as 
opposed to the increase. During 3859 the re- 
ceipts of hopsin New-York were 120,643 bales, 
the exports were 61,507 bales, and the imports 
were 9,115 bales. 





THE #£RIN UNDCUBTEDLY LOST. 
The steamships Astral and Timor arrived yes- 
terday from 8t. Michaels, in the Azores, but 
brought no tidings of the mussing National 
steamship Erin. ‘The latter left this port for 
London on Dec. 28, and it was hoped that she 
had putin atthe Azores. The Astral putinto St.

31. The Timor left St. Michaels on Feb, 2, 
thirty-six days after the Erin sailed from this 
port. There can now be no doubt that the Erin 
has been lost, and there is only asiight chance 
that any of her crew will be heard from.

THE 
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RESULT OF THE ADMISSION OF COLORED 
POSTS IN THE SOUTH. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Feb. 13.—There are now two 
sets of officers of the Louisiana and Mississippi 
Department of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lio. The fact is mainly brought about by the 
success of Capt. Jacob Gray, the Department 
Commander, in admitting colored posts. The 
negro veterans had been Knocking at the Grand 
Army gates fora long time, but remained on 
the outside until Capt. Gray gave the word, 


with Gen. Alger’s consent. Since that time the 
colored troops have been recruiting earnestly, 
aud there are already nine posts, with some 
eigbt hundred and forty members. 

The white veterans have seven posts—about 
325 members in the departments, The white 
posts did noc meet the movement with favor, 
claiming thatit would place them under col- 
ored rules within a very short time. Last Mon- 
day night the annual encampment was called, 
and all the posts were represented. It was 
claimed that the colored posts, which were 
granted charters after Jau. 1, were not entitled 
to vote. The discussion caused an adjournment 
until Tuesday nignt. The colored posts tilea a 
protest at the first meeting, and Dad a letter 
irom Adjt. Gen. George H. Hopkins stating 
thatif the posts were mustered in before the 
meeting of the department encampment they 
were entitled to representation. 

Atthe meeting called by Commander Gray 
the colored men were in a very large majority. 
Jacob Gray was re-clectod Department Com- 
mmander, with alist of oflicers part white and 
part black, while Col. James Lewis and Col. R. 
B. Baquie, both colored, were elected dele- 
gates tu the National Encampment. The white 
post met the same night and elected olficers of 
their own. The action virtually refers the 
whole matter to the National Encampment, and 
the color-line diseussion will probably be one 
of the features of the next session. 

The split grew out of the participation of 
Capt. Gray in the Jeff Davis obsequies and the 
censure by the white posts of his action in tha 
matter. The colored posts have approved of 
his conduct in that regard.

The Signal.Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, warmer weather, Jol- 
lowed by rain. 











Mostiof the day was spent in the State 
Senate yesterday in a discussion of the 
Saxton. Baliot Reform bill, but the debate 
was not.finished and the bill was laid over 
until to-day. The discussion was altogether 
temperate and seemly, except for some 
slight attenrpton the part of Mr. CANTOR 
tocast a slur upon the integrity of rural 
voters. Thisswas quite out of place and 
enbecoming. ‘The corruptibility of voters 
is not confined to town or country, and it is 
an-evil which should be remedied so far as 
possible wherever it exists. The most im- 
portant effort to amend the bill was that of 
Mr. CHASE in offering his General Registra- 
tion bill.as an amendment. The wisdom of 
keeping the two measures apart was 
shown by signs of opposition to a gen- 
eral registration on the part of one or 
two Senators who favor ballot reform. 
There is no doubt that as a separate 
measure the registration bill can be safely 
passed, and itis inexpedient to complicate 
the ballot bill with it. While a general 
registration is desirable in the application 
of the Australian method of voting, it is 
no more important under that than under 
the present system. No amendments of 
importance were made inthe Saxton bill 
vesterday, and there is little doubt of its 
passage in substantially its present form. 
Every effort has been made to meet the 
Governor’s objections without sacrificing 
essential provisions, and it isto be hoped 
that;partisan contention upon the subject 
will be avoided. Purity of elections cer- 
tainly ought not to be regarded as a party 
question. 





Mr. REED seems in part to have regained 
his:grip. The notorious amendment to the 
rules relating to the “counting in” of a 
quorum, as originally reported by the com- 
mittee, permitted this process to be applied 
‘only on “the demand of any member.” 
Yesterday the majority changed this to read 
‘or on the suggestion of the Speaker.” Of 
course, itis not probable that the Speaker 
would be unable to get a member to mako 
such a “demand,” but it would be much 
simpler and more convenient for him to be 
able to dispense with this requirement, and 








to use his arbitrary power at any moment 
on hisown “suggestion.” Mr. REED, though 
an energetic man, is naturally luxurious 
and at times indolent, and it is quite nat- 
ural that he should wish to be saved any 
unnecessary trouble in the exercise of his 
extraordinary functions.

Under the resolution introduced in the 
House by Mr. TARSNEY, there should be a 
thorough investigation of the scandalous 
proceedings at the opening of Oklahoma 
that have been described in official reports. 
The Interior Department was informed im- 
mediately after the opening of the district, 
nearly ten months ago, by its two special 
agents, (both of whom are Republicans, one 
of them being now a member of the House,) 
that the officers appointed to carry on the 
business of the land office at Guthrie had 
conspired with certain persons to enable 
them to obtain possession of the most valu- 
able land by unlawful entry, and had been 
successful. If those official reports were 
true, Register DILLE and Receiver BARNES 
should have been removed at once. They 
have been retained in office by Secretary 
NOBLE, in spite of what seems to be abun- 
dant proof of their’ unworthiness.. The 
member of the Cabinet who dismissed, at 
the request of persons representing the de- 
fendants in the notorious Benson case, the 
faithful special agent who had procured 
the evidence in that case and had brought 
the defendants before the court, appears to 
have a great liking for these smirched 
officers in Oklahoma. Mr. NoBLE should 
have an opportunity to explain. 











A scene described in the Post as having 
occurred in the Court of Common Pleas 
shows the recklessness—the wicked reck- 
lessness—with which the powers of the 
State courts in the matter of naturalization 
are abused. An Italian, who replied to the 
Judge’s question, ‘‘ What kind of a Govern- 
ment do we have in this country?” 
““Geoga Wash’,” and a Russian Hebrew, 
who tothe same question replied nothing 
whatever and only shrugged his shoulders, 
were admitted to naturalization. We in- 
terpret the law as giving the courts some 
discretion in this matter, and with that dis- 
cretion goes a moral responsibility which 
is evaded and defied by such action as this. 
It isidle to complain of the laxity of our 
law when the laxity of the Judges is such 
that any law would be nullified by it. A 
Judge who has the right to reject an appli- 
cation from such men for citizenship and 
does not reject itis guilty of an offense as 
serious asif he had stolen the vote of an 
honest and intelligent American. 

















Capt. E. L. ZALINSKI, Fifth Artillery, has 
given afresh demonstration of his energy 
and address. According to acable dispatch 
he has completed an arrangement by which 
the Pneumatic Gun Company will furnish 
no fewer than fifty of its guns to the British 
Government, their manufacture being con- 
ducted at Woolwich. It is clear, therefore, 
that the famous invention which he has 
done so much to improve is desired by other 
Governments as well as by our own, and it 
will not be surprising tolearn that he has 
introduced it into other countries as well as 
England, It is also belioved that Capt. 
ZALINSKI has had good opportunities for 
studying the powder question, which has 
now become so important, and that on his 
return the Government will profit by the 
information which he has thus acquired. 








COLOSSAL IMPUDENCE. 

There does not seem to be the smallest 
chance of an agreement of the new confer- 
ence committee on the World’s Fair bill at 
Albany. The Senate members are HEN- 
DRICKS, LAUGHLIN, and LINsoNn, and the 
first two are Republican partisans who dare 
not do otherwise than support the Senate 
amendment or enter into some compromise 
that would be just as bad. Speaker 
HusteEp tried yesterday to pack the Assem- 
bly contingent on the same side under the 
pretense of selecting all the members from 
this city, because it was chiefly interested 
and they were “ guardians of her interests 
and exponents of her views.” The ma- 
jority of those whom he named were in no 
sense the exponents of the views of the 
people of this city on this particular ques- 
tion. The Assembly took the matter into 
its own hands, and on motion of Mr. Fisu 
chose a committee that, with a single ex- 
ception, was onrecord in support of the 
original bill. That exception, Mr. Hoaa, 
has declined to serve onthe ground that 
there is no chance of an agreement. So for 
the present the matter is in a dead-lock. 

Gen. HusTED and certain other Republic- 
ans of like character, like WHIPPLE of Cat- 
taraugus and Dryo of Broome, took up the 
impudent pretense that the object in adding 
the names proposed in the Senate was to 
make the commission non-partisan. They 
know perfectly well that its object is to 
make the commission partisan in a Repub- 
lican sense, or, failing that, to defeat the 
fair altogether. The impudence of PLatr 
and his followers, including Speaker Hus- 
TED, in pretending that they are anxious to 
secure the fair for New-York and to make 
its management non-partisan is simply co- 
lossal. It isonly excelled by their impudence 
in trying to put the responsibility for de- 
feating the fair, upon which they are 
malignantly bent, upon the Democrats and 
Mr. Fisu and his Republican followers in 
the Assembly. 

These men know perfectly well that the 
original World’s Fair committees and the 
commission as proposed in the original bill 
were made up without regard to partisan 
politics, and that in point of fact there are 
moro Republicans than Democrats on the 
commission. Everybody connected with 
the undertaking has been anxious to keep 
it clear of politics. No effort was made in 
the other direction until the bill reached 
Albany, and then it emanated from Tom 
Piatr and nobody else. Members of the 
committees and the commission were select- 
ed to represent the people and the interests 
of the city of New-York, and for the most 
part on the suggestion of their representa- 
tives. The people of the city are satisfied 
with them. The sub-committee which 
selected the names for the commission 
was dominated by such Republicans as 
CuHaunceEy M. Depew and ELinv Root. 
What the city demands of the Legislature, 





as aptly put in the resolutions adopted by 


a 





the World’s Fair General Committee at its 
meeting on Tuesday, is to be permitted “ to 
expend its own money for this, its own pub- 
lic purpose, thrdugh the agents in whose 
selection its citizens of all varieties of 
political opinion are agreed.” For callow 
legislators from Cattaraugus and Broome 
Counties to insist that it shall not be 
allowed to do so, and that the expendi- 
ture shall be controlled for partisan ends 
by men selected by Tom Puatt, is the 
height of impudence. 

The effrontery and duplicity of PLATT 
when he talks about desiring to have the 
fair in New-York and being anxious only 
to have its management free from partisan- 
ship are measureless. When he makes this 
pretense he does it with conscious and de- 
liberate falsehood. He knows that his 
whole purpose is to prevent the World’s 
Fair from being held in New-York in 1892, 
because he fears that the employment of 
many men and the expending of much 
money for any public purpose in this great 
Democratic city in the year of a Presi- 
dential election may have an unfavorable 
effect upon his party. But his capacity for 
false pretense and deliberate lying was 
fully exhibited in his statement through 
his organ in this city regarding the meet- 
ing of the General Committee on Tuesday. 
He declared that there was only one Re- 
publican to four Democrats present at that 
meeting, and that that proportion rep- 
resented the composition of the entire 
committee, whereas, in point of fact, 
there were more Republicans than Dem- 
ocrats present. Among the Democrats 
scarcely one besides the Mayor can be 
named who has been at all active or con- 
spicuous in politics, while among the Re- 
publicans there were such eminent poli- 
ticians as CHAUNCEY M. Dreprw, WARNER 
MILLER, Extnu Root, and W. W. ASTOR, 
sympathizing fully with the action taken. 
PLATT and his followers cannot escape the 
odium and the execration which their 
course is bringing upon them by such 
brazen falsification as to facts and as to 
their own purposes as they are now indulg- 
ing in. New-York can get along without 
the World’s Fair, but she will not fail to 
remember those who deprived her of it if 
her efforts to secure it are defeated. 








THE RINGS AKE IN NO DANGER. 

Before Mr. MCKINLEY’s committee began 
to make ‘its Tariff bill some of our Repub- 
lican contemporaries really expected, we 
suppose, that in this bill the duties used by 
certain combinations of protected manu- 
facturers would be cut down. After these 
rings had been attacked and denounced by 
so many organs of the party because they 
had thwarted the benign purposes of 
protectionists and were using duties as 
“instruments of greed,” these journals 
could not understand how such action could 
be avoided. It iscuriousthateven now, after 
the committee’s decision concerning several 
important schedules has been made known, 
some of these papers still hug that delusion. 

The Chicago Tribune of the 11th inst. 
commented upon the announcement that 
the manufacturers of starch had made a 
kind of Trust and were intending to re- 
strict production and raise prices. Said the 
Tribune: 

“The starch mannfacturers, sheltered by a 
tariff duty of 98 per cent., and having itin 
their pewer to bay corn at absurdly low rates 
per bushel, oughtto be satisfied with legitimate 
profits, and not launch out at this time on the 
perilous venture of a Trust. If they do, they 


may find themselves deprived of a portionfof 
their tariff protection.” 

But does the Chicago Jribune find in the 
proceedings of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee thus far anything to encourage a 
belief that this or any other combination of 
protected manufacturers is in danger of 
losing a part of its “‘ protection” by the ac- 
tion of the present Congress? 

On the 10th inst. the Chicago Tribune 
directed attention to a large advance in the 
vrice of window glass, made by agreement. 
The duty averages 113 per cent. “The 
American manufacturers,” said the Tribune, 
“a .idently going to get every cent this 
enormous duty allows them to fleece out of 
the people and charge clear up to the level 
of the tariff.” It suggested that Congress 
should cut down ‘‘the duties which are so 
outrageously high.” A few days earlier the 
New-York Tribune had published the fol- 
lowing dispatch from its correspondent in 
Findlay, Ohio: 

“Ata meeting held to-day by the Ohio and 
Indiana Association of Window-Glass Manu- 
facturers, with delegates from the Pittsburg 
Association and the United Glass Company 
present, it was deciaed to advance the price of 
window glass for the third time since Dec, 1 for 
carload lots. The advance within the time 
named aggregates about 15 per cent. net. This 
is one of the resulis of the Trust of window-glass 
manufacturers effected at the meeting held in 
Columbus Jan. 1. It is said there will be an- 
other advance between now and the time build- 
ing operations open in the Spring.” 


Accounts of the making of this combina- 
tion ot Trust were published generally by 
the press while the hearings before the 
Ways and Means Committee were in prog- 
ress. Indeed, after the combination had 
been made and the advance in price had 
been officially predicted, a representative 
of the combined manufacturers came be- 
fore the committee at Mr. MCKINLEy’s per- 
sonal invitation.and asked that the duties 
on window glass should be increased! 

What has the committee done? On the 
11th inst. in its bill it did increase the 
duties on window glass by one-eighth of 1 
cent per pound for the benefit of this com- 
bination that has suppressed competition 
and has raised the price of domestic glass 
three times in the last two months! 

The National Lead Trust raised the price 
of white lead about 10 per cent. some 
weeks ago, although there had been no ad- 
vance inthe price of the raw materials. 
Warning is given in the Boston Commercial 
Bulletin that the National Linseed Oil 
Trust intends to raise the price of linseed 
oil up to the importing point, and thus to 
take all the profit that a duty of 70 per 
cent. on foreign oil can insure to the com- 
bination. Does our estecmed contemporary 
in Chicago hear that the committee will 
reduce the duty of 3 cents a poundon 
white lead or the duty of 25 cents 
a gallon on linseed oil? The price of 
binding twine was recently raised by a 
combination. Does it appear that the 
committee will reduce the duty on twine 
and cordage? Perhaps it will raise the 





rate. It is reported to have taken that 
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course with respect to the duty that pro- 

tects the so-called Envelope Trust, by re- 

taining the paragraph in the Senate bill. 
How could the managers of the Repub- 


lican Party in the last campaign stick to: 


their bargains and satisfy the manufact- 
urers who contributed in the hour of need 
if the committee should remove or cut in 
two all the duties under the shelter of 
which combinations have been made and 
by the aid of which these combinations ex- 
act high prices from the people? 
MR. LELAND’S LOSSES. AND 
SPONSIBILITIES.” 

What is claimed to be an authoritative 
statement of Mr. LELAND’s losses in con- 
nection with the Sixth National Bank was 
published yesterday. According to this, he 
received for his 1,005! shares of stock 
$653,575. After the discovery of the raid- 
ing of the bank, he paid into the bank 
$620,000 in cash, and agreed to pay 
$56,311 03 more, if that amount were re- 
quired, to cover the deficiency. He took 
the checks which had been surrendered for 
the stolen bonds, $382,000, and with these 
and $200,000 in cash he got back his 
1,0051g shares of stock. On this show- 
ing his net loss was actually $166,425, 
with a possible loss of $56,311 03 in addi- 
tion. There is, however, a statement that 
$30,000 was recovered, being the differ- 
ence between what the stolen bonds were 
sold for and their actual value, and that 
$10,000 or $15,000 more may be recovered 
in the same way. It is not made clear 
whether Mr. LELAND gets this amount or 
not. If he does, his losses will be reduced 
by from $30,000 to $45,000. Upon this 
state of things ‘‘a well-known banker” is 
reported to have said to a reporter of the 
Post: “It seems to me that whatever criti- 
cism may be made upon Mr. LELAND’s sale 
of his stock, it is but just to say that he has 
promptly and fully discharged the responsi- 
bilities that his action entailed.” 

We regret to say that we cannot fully 
agree with this judgment. Unquestiona- 
bly one of the ‘responsibilities entailed 
by his action” upon Mr. LELAND was te 
make good the Joss to the bank consequent 
upon his conduct, and that he has, accord- 
ing to this report, discharged. but that is 
not the orly responsibility under which he 
rests, nor is it necessarily the most im- 
portant. Another and very serious one 
was to do ali in his power fully to expose 
and to bring to justice the men whom he 
had enabled to commit an audacious crime, 
and not to do anything that could shield 
them in any way. We cannotsee that he has 
discharged that responsibility, and we are 
aware of no evidence that he has done any- 
thing toward its discharge. He certainly 
knows who the offenders were, for not only 
was he their dupe in the first instance —and 
very carelessly and foolishly their dupe— 
but he has since come into possession of the 
stock by the purchase of which they were 
enabled to carry out their plot. He has 
said, in his examination before Commis- 
sioner SHIELDS, that he did not know, ex- 
cept by intimation, where that stock came 
trom. Wethink that it was his duty to 
know, and that the regaining of the stock 
was much less important than the expos- 
ure and punishment of the guilty men with 
whom he.had involved himself. 

Again, among the checks which he took 
from the assets of the Sixth National Bank, 
and gave up in order to get back his stock, 
there were some for $250,000 on the Lenox 
Hill and Equitable Banks. ‘‘ The arrange- 
ment was that those checks should not be 
enforced” against these banks, and ‘the 
two banks thus be relieved of responsibility 
on their certification.” Who lost this quar- 
ter of a million of dollars? Not Mr. Lr- 
LAND, for he got his stock. Not the two 
banks; they were relieved. What becomes 
of the men who turned the checksinto the 
Sixth National Bank as payment for stolen 
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bonds? Were they relieved, also, and why? 


It appears to us exceedingly plain that this 
transaction requires explanation, and that 
it is one of “‘ the responsibilities entailed by 
his action” upon Mr. LELAND to explain it. 
We shonld like to see Mr. LELAND as com- 
pletely ‘‘rehabilitated” as his friends say 


‘that the Sixth National Bank is, but it 


cannot be done while the remains in the 
honorable and profitable position of Presi- 
dent of the bank, and the gang who used 
him are not in Sing Sing. 








THE BERLIN LABOR CONFERENCE. 

A federation of “labor” allover the world 
bas long. been a dream of Socialists. They 
have imagined that a combination suffi- 
ciently extensive could so control the labor 
market of the world as to prevent the sink- 
ing of the wages even of unskilled labor to 
the minimum of subsistence which so many 
heartless economists have been engaged in, 
demonstrating to be their normal level. It 
is easy to point-out trades in which the work- 
men have been benefited by well-managed 
unions contined to the trades. Every country 
has examples of that kind. But nobody can 


-adduce an instance in which a combination 


of workmen of different and unrelated 
trades, or without trades, has done its 
members any permanent good. The order 
of the Knights of Labor in this country 
was perhaps the most extensive organiza- 
tion of the kind ever effected anywhere. 
It did make very considerable disturbances 
in its day, but after a year or two of dis- 
turbance it collapsed as a consequence of 
the discovery by its members that it had 
done them harm instead of good, and that 
the only persons who had derived any ad- 
vantage from it were the agitators who 
had induced labor to support them, in ad- 
dition to itself, and to support many of 
them in what to them was luxury. 

The labor conference to be held at Berlin, 
however, is a complete novelty. It isto be 
in effect a conference of Governments to 
take counsel about the needs and wishes of 
the workingmen of their several countries, 
There is no doubt that the Governments of 
Europe, if they really gave their minds to 
it, could effect very important improve 
ments in the condition of the European 
laborer. The very first, and by far the 
most important, of these would be the re- 
lief of the laborer from as much as could 
be spared of the burden of taxation. This 
means a gradual or a partial and propor- 
tional disarmament. At presentitis not too 
much to say that the military powers of the 
Continent have the very largestarmies that 
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they can possibly support, and that labor 
is deliberately loaded with the very utmost 
that it can bear, since the producers, of 
course, support not merely themselves, but 
all those who are withdrawn from produc- 
tion and kept in readiness for fighting. 
Considering the jealousies and apprehen- 
sions of the several powers, the task,of ar- 
ranging a reduction of the armaments of 
Europe and a proportional reduction in the 
burdens of labor would undoubtedly'be one 
of great difficulty, but itis also one of ur- 
gent necessity, as every thinking man in 
Europe knows. It is a work well worthy 
of statesmen and one which can be accom- 
plished:only by statesmen, that is to say, 
by men whose recommendations will carry 
weight in their respective nations and 
stand a chance of being embodied in legis- 
lation. As the capital of the first of the 
military powers, Berlin would be the most 
appropriate place for the session of such a 
“labor conference,” which might produce 
the most beneficent results. 


Of course it is not such a labor conference 
as this to which the nations are invited. 
The young Emperor of Germany is about 
the last man in Europe to whom such a 
project would appeal. His status among 
monarchs is due, not in the least to any 
personal qualities of his own, but entirely 
to the magnitude and efficiency of the.mili- 
tary machine that he controls. It is the 
magnitude of this machine that eppresses 
German industry and makes the lot of the 
German laborer so hard. Any attempt to 
ameliorate his lot, in order to be effective 
must begin by reducing the proportion this 
machine bears to the productive capacity 
of the nation. Thisis the one thing that 
the Emperor, who is also the ostensible and 
very likely the real promoter of the proposed 
conference, will not permit, and he will not 
even consider any suggestions looking to 
such a result. A conference of representa- 
tives of the military powers to consider 
means for improving the condition of 
the laborer would be much like a confer- 
ence of British landlords to take meas- 
ures for the relief of the British farmer. 
The trouble with the British farmer is that 
he has to pay too much rent to these very 
landlords, and the trouble with the Euro- 
pean laborer is that he is too heavily taxed 
to maintain overgrown armies. A confer- 
ence of the leaders of these armies will do 
him very little good. 


It is possible, of course, that there may be 
some oppressions and some disabilities of 
which legislation can relieve the European 
laborer without resort to the radical rem- 
edy. But these cannot really amount to 
much, and it is hard to see how an inter- 
national conference can do anything 
toward removing them that cannot be done 
better by each nation concerned acting for 
itself. The French Cabinet treated the 
German invitation to the conference very 
wisely in deciding ‘‘ to ask for details as to 
the scope of the work of the conference be- 
fore replying to the invitation.” 
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Kate Field’s Washingion contains a vig- 
orous protestin the form of a letter from 
its editor to Senator STANFORD against the 
negiect by the State of California of the 
Yosemite Valley. Of the neglect there can 
be no doubt. All tourists have nearly the 
same story of discomfort and extortion to 
tell, though they do not tell it so vividly as 
Miss Freip. . Her remedy is more doubtful, 
being the resumption of the grant by 
which the valley was given to the 
State of California in trust as a re- 
sort for the people. The Yellowstone Park 
is under the control of the General Govern- 
ment, and complaints are made ef it of the 
same kind as those that are made of the 
Yosemite Valley, although perhaps less 
grievous. It is evident, at any rate, that 
the State of California does not appreciate 
the grandeur of its possession, or it would 
allow for its maintenance a sum more ade- 
quate than the pitiful $15,000 a year which 
is the amount of the present appropriation. 
The State should be shamed into taking 
better care of the noblest of natural scenery 
within its borders. If the remonstrances of 
outraged tourists do not suffice for this 
purpose they should be supplemented by a 
serious threat to withdraw the grant, a 
threat that should be executed if it does 
not effect an improvement. 








The Lenten pastoral letter of Bishop 
Fink of the Roman Catholic Church, 
Leavenworth, Kan., declares: ‘‘It seems 
that almost every industry in our country 
is protected in order to amass riches in the 
hands ot the few by which the many will 
have to suffer. The only classes that are 
not protected are those that would seem to 
need it most—the laboring men and the 
farming population.” The Bishop might 
have used stronger language. “There is 
that in this that passeth seeming.” The 
whole theory of modern protection is that 
the few must be made rich by the many in 
order that they can have the means to pay 
bigh wages or high prices to the many for 
labor or for farm products. The theory 
dees not work that way. Sometimes the 
few don’t get rich, and when they do they 
don’t use their riches for the purposes 
promised. But nowhere is there any room 
in the protectionist scheme for any direct 
protection to laboring men or farmers.

How the Hawaiians will take the slightly 
tardy invitatien to the Pan-American Con- 
ference which the Senate has voted to have 
the President extend to them is a matter of 
some doubt. If they have an adequate 
fund either of humility or humor this 
rather unprecedented stretch of the maxim 
“Better late than never’ may higialy 
please them. Should they comply with the 
invitation, however, their delegates might 
justly claim some sort of indemnity for not 
having been “swung around the circle” 
with their fellow-conferrees; and perhaps 
they might insist on being personally 
conducted by Mr. CURTIS on a supplement- 
ary tour. Still, some of those who havo 
had that experience might console them for 
its loss with the assurance that not to have 
been thus toted about has its compensa- 
tions. Meanwhile, the resolution may be 
regarded as a kind of inferential notifica- 
tion to whom it may concern that the 
Sandwich Islands are a part of America, 
and are accordingly not to be gobbled up 
by European powers as mere unconsidered 














trifles of the Pacific. Asa Pan-American, 
King KALAKAUA becomes invested with ad- 
ditional importance. 





AMUSEMENTS. 


A GERMAN CLASSIC. 

Light operetta alternates with the classics of 
German drama at the Amberg Theatre this 
week. Millécker gave place last night to Les- 
sing, and Possart repeated his admired imper- 
sonation of Nathan the Wise. To-morrow after- 
noon he will play the feeble King in ‘*‘Die 
Bluthocnzeit.” The most. interesting perform- 
ance of the week, however, in point of novelty 
was that of Tuesday, for then both Possart and 
Mme. Ciaar-Delia appeared for the first time in 
Schiller’s tragedy, “‘Oabala und Liebe.” 

Instead of choosing the chief réle, Herr Pos- 
sart took that of the intriguing private seeretary 
to the Prime Minister, whose character Schiller 
very naively indicated by his name. Wurm, 
however, is like the snake in the grass in this 
much—he is very little seen openly, and there- 
fore his part in a play does not amount to much. 
Such appearances as he does make are not 
seized by Herr Possart for the production of 
anything specially exciting. Must one com- 
mend this because it is in the interests of a 
properly-artistic view of the character? In his 
snuff-colored clothes and brown wig Wurm 
looks the hypocrite, but a very dangerous and 
powerful hypocrite too. Yet a merely negative 
praise is hardly enough to expect for an actor 
of Possart’s ability. One shouid be able to say 
that he gave tothe character of Wurm all the 
color that character will stand, that he made 
him the creeping sneak Schiller meant him to 
be, and that he was consistent throughout. 

These things cannot be said of Herr Possart’s 
performance. Small as the réle is, compared 
with that of the cruel father, Prime Minister 


von Walter, and of Major von Walter, who loves 
beneath his station, Herr Possart hardly 
did justice to his opportunities. Doubtless, 
fearing the common pitfalls,of exaggera- 
tion and commonplace, he gave too con- 
strained and colorless a turn to Wurm’s 
play. Nor was it consistent to give no indi- 
cation on the part of Wurm that he realiy 
cared for Louise Miller until he sees her dead. 
The audience have made up their mind that 
Wurm pursues the lovera for Vanity and re- 
vengeé, and ure not at all prepared for the out- 
burst of horror and regret which is the only 
vivid point in the réle of me errene secretary. 

Herr Meyer as the Prime Minister has an im- 





portant part to play, and did it well, impress- 
ing one with the dignity of his rank and iron 
tenacity of his will, which has led him through 
crime to his present position. He is the suc- 
cessful villain as well as the cynical. 
Mme. Claar-Delia has no charms of face or 
ms to carry off the illusion of a Prince’s 
eautiful mistress, but she has dignity, com- 
mand of stage methods, and a fine enuncia- 
tion. But forsuch a part as Louise Miller she 
has hardly a single quality. She is not the 
Backtisch or German ingénue, neither is she the 
burgier’s daughter of un older gtowth. She 
keeps the same strained expression on her face 
and the same high whine in her voice, no mat- 
ter where she is or whom she speaks to. 
Considered as a classic and a play which holds 
its own firmly on the German stage, “ Cabale 
und Liebe” is avout as fiat and ridiculous a 
drama as & great poet ever wrote. It is infinite- 
ly below “Die Kiiuber,” though written after 
Loge precocious offspring of Schiller’s youth. 
6 was still an inexperienced boy and the play 
shows the fact throughout. Safe to say that 
not one character is typically German! All are 
book people extracted from young Schiller’s 
reading, and they act and talk like persons of 
some other world. The play isa tissue of ab- 
surdities. The plot is ridiculous as well as 
commonplace.

ART AT THE UNION LEAGUE, 


The Union League has for three days on ex- 
hibition another assemblage of American and 
Oriental works of art marked by the excellent 
judgment which bas presided over the selec 
tion of the pieces. Half a hundred paintings 
coptain works by artists who rarely exhibit 
nowadays at the regular shows. Chief among 
these is Mr. Winsiow Homer, who used to bé 
one of the most certain to be represented at 
the Water Colors by some vivid or, at least, re- 
markabla piece, but of late has avoided the an- 
nual exhibitions. From him we have now hig 
Royal Academy picture of 1883 called “ Hark, 
the Lark!” Three English fisherwomen with 
nets and baskets have paused on their way and 
are looking skyward while they listen to the 
tinkling chimes of the lark. It was this pict 
ure that suggested the large water colorof 1884 
ealled ‘** The Voice from the Cilffs,” bought by 
Mr. E. C. Stedman. Here the trio are 
full-length instead of being cut off 
just below the waist, and the compo- 
sition is perhaps less successful. At 


any rate, the suggestion of the strand and the 
cliff, of the echo or shout which calls the vyus 
of the three brawny women to one point in tha 
distance, fits better into the ordinary habitat 
and the occupation of toilers by the sea. 
‘* Hark, the Lark!” is none the less a fine pict 
ure. But itis not so full of what is most orig- 
inal and most American in Mr. Homer as “The 
Guides,” which hangs beside it. Here,on an 
upland, backed by mountains across whose 
faces lines of cloud have roiled, stand two men, 
@ young and an old. The elder is ‘*‘ Old Phelps,” 
the discoverer of Mount Maroy. He is pointing 
out to a tall, square-shouldered young man ina 
red shirt some distant mountain or some 
trail. The younger has an axe in bis 
hand, and supplies an American type which 
Mr. Homer, aimost alone among our artists, 
gives us only too rarely. He is finely mascu- 
line. The way his head is set on his shoulders 
indicates will power. He gripshis axe like the 
man who knows how to wield it by ancestral 
right a8 well as early training. There is sume- 
thing free and audacious in his pose beside 
the weather-beaten old guide with his grizzled 

beard and slouch hat; something finer and 
nobier than mere size and good health. Excel- 
lent, too, is Mr. Homer’s third sending, ‘“‘ Night 
inthe Woods.” It has all of this artist’s direcg 
observation of nature. Very boldis the paint- 
ingof the sparks that tiy upwardfrom the 
— tire, and very true to nature the inky 
blackness of the forest against which the fire, 
the camp lean-to, and the sleeping and wateh- 
ing figures stand out. 

The little exhibition has even greater sur- 
prises. Here is Elihu Vedder’s “Lost Mind,” 
painted in 1864, one of his very best things, th 
workmanship as well as the originality bein 
superior to much of his later work. The back. 
ground is managed 80 as to increase the feelin 
of loveliness, and the beautiful woman in he 
“sad-colored” robes has a fine air of mystery, 
without being lachrymose or excited, without 
using gestures, or showing any terror on her 
face. The picture is all the more remarkabl 
because Mr. Vedder did not use methods o 
Paiuting employed since that day in order te 
give an impression of the uncanny. He did noy 
Veil the figure in a fine mist or put it under 
shawdows so deep that it hardly emergea 
from the background. It is most impress- 
ive without recourse’ to such means, 
Another surprise, anil an agreeable one, 
is John La Farge’s painting of Nicodemus visit- 
ing Christ. The draperies of Christ and Nicode- 
mus are very remarkable for drawing, while the 
color is of the Kind that delights and fascinates 
the eyes, so thatitis hard tu witndraw them. 
One rich and mellow tone follows another like a 
bit of melody in a piece of music, Still another 
pleasant shock is Mr. Walter Shirlaw’s ~ Ru- 
tina,” @ three-quarter length of a well-grown 
nude woman with slightiy rufous hair. She is 
a sweet, quiet Bacchante, whose fullish chin 
and ample waist ally her to the women of 
Rubens rather than the conventional 
pymphs of classic art. ‘There is some 
charming tesh paintin on we bosom 
and arms of this figure; there is none of that 
greenish tint to which Mr. Shirlaw has lately 
seemed wedded. It is live skin, not an integu- 
ment shot with olive reflections. Parts of Mr. 
Kenyon Cox’s full-length nude, called by the 
mistaken title “The Birth of Venus,” are de- 
lightfully painted. The half-turned head and 
the feet are, respectively, heavy and inseoure; 
the shoulders are pasgable, and the lower back 
very beautifully wrought. Seagulls and strand, 
cliffs and rippling waves, cannot, however, 
make of this picture anything more than a 
painting from a model with only afew good 
points in her figure. 

In ‘Tne Temple of the Mind,” by Albert P, 
Ryder, we have the nigher touch thatislacking 
to mostof the art of France and the United 
States, the touch of purity and poetry. With- 
out the satyrs, the cupids, and the shadowy 
nymphs who symbolize the passions and affec- 
tions of mankind this picture would take the 
highest rank for its color and for its landscape. 
Mr. Ryder paints fairyland and adds to fairy- 
land something higher yet. This picture 
deepens and intensities the impression it made 
some years ago when last shown. It proves 
that all the idealists zre not dead; that we have 
living among us @ genius which is none the less 
certain beoause it has not yet won the applause 
of the crowd. Curiosity will be feit in 
two sendings by Mr. John 8. Sargens 
of Paris, one called “Summer Morning,” the 
other * An Out-of-Doors Study.” It will startle 
people to see how far the later impressionists 
of Paris—Monet, Pisarro, and the rest—have 
told on Mr. Sargent. ‘An Out-of-Doors Study” 
is not only a high-noted Monet picture, but, un- 
fortunately, itis a crude and hard one, the long 
grass being coarsely painted and the artist's 
face and black beard being rendered as if made 
of some bronze composition colored in the fur- 
nace. The young woman in “Summer Morn- 
ing” ia much better. This is quite a charming 
little composition, light and pretty, fit to hang 
in the hallway of a Summer house—but there’s 
an end of itt Eastman Johnson’s “ Cranberry 





Harvest’ ;*two old women by J. G@ Brown— 
“When We Were Girls’; “A Note,” by T. W. 
Dewing; “ Diana,” by Will H. Low; “ Oracle of 


Love,” by Robert Blum; “4 Day Dream,” by F. 
D. Millet, and “Dancing Girl,” by H. Siddons 
Mowbray, are each and all worthy of attention.

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THE SAXTON BILL DEBATED 





AMENDMENTS VOTED DOWN 
IN THE SENATE. 

THE BALLOT REFORM MEASURE LAID 
OVER UNTIL TO-DAY, AFTER AN 
EXHAUSTIVE DICUSSION, 

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—The special order in the 

Fenate to-day was the Saxton Ballot Reform 

pill. Mr. Saxton offered verbal amendments to 


the measure, which were adopted without dis- 
sent. 


Mr. Chase moved to amend by permitting un- 


‘official ballots, in case of the resignation of a 


eandidate. He said that such a state of affairs 
existed in Massachusetts. Mr. Saxton opposed 


this amendment, and it was defeated by a party 


vote, the Republicans voting in the negative, 


‘Mr. Chase moved further to amend by provi«d- 


ing that illiterate voters should not be limited 
to election officers in seeking assistance in 
marking their ballots, thus placing them en a 
par with the blina and physically disabled. 
‘Mr. Saxton said that in Montana this provision 
had worked improperly and that it would lead 
to intimidation and bribery. Mr. Ohase held 
that Mr. Saxton was conjuring up imaginary 
voters. 

Mr. Cantor said that physically disabled 
voters should have an equal range of selection. 
The illiterate voter was less likely to be cor- 
rupted oftentimes than men who could read 
and write. The bill confesses that there is 
more corruption and intimidation in the coun- 
tr7 than in the city, and less illiteracy. 

Mr. Fassett said this was untrue as to cor- 
ruption in the country. The man who will 
swear that he cannot reaa when he can, will 
‘avail himself of the amendment to seek a price 
for his vote. 

Mr. Cantor said that gangs of repeaters trav- 
eled throagh the country, and that Republican 
corruption funds were sent into the country 
districts. The bill, he declared, gives ballot 
clerks too great powers. 

Mr. Fassett said it was a mistortune not to 
be able to read and write. The illiterate voter 
should be protected in his rights, but bis con- 
dition should not be the standard of legislation. 
The amendment was lost—yeas, 7; nays, 13—a 
party vote, with the Republicans in the nega- 
tive. 

Mr. Chase then offered as an amendment to 
the bill his General Registry bill. He urged the 
Senate to make the bill a measure of electoral 
reform, a5 well as of mere ballot reform. He 
read from Gov. Hill’s message, urging the pas- 
sage ot a comprehensive eieotoral reform Dill. 
In the interest of good government and honest 
elections, he said, registration—an essential 
feature of the Australian system—should be in- 
corporated in the bill. Mr. Saxton said that a 
Democratic Legislature in 1870 had repealed 
the General Registry law. In 1872 Gov. Hill, 
when a member of the Assembly, had opposed 
yegistry on the ground that it was unnecessary. 

Mr. Cantor said corruption had increased 
since 1872. 

Resuming. Mr. Saxton read from Gov. Hill’s 
veto of 1887 of the City Regtetry bil], 1n which 
the present registry laws were said to be satis- 
factory. He was willing, he said, to vote tor 
Mr. Chase's bill as an independent meagure, but 
it should not be a part or this bill, as it dealt 
with a different question. 

Mr. Chase's motion was lost by a party vote, 
the Republicans in the neZative. 

Mr. Linson moved to substitute his bill for 
that of Mr. Saxton, and the latter took the 
floor and read an extended written address on 
the Australian aystem as inoorporated in his 
bill. He explained at great leagth the pro- 
visions designed to meet the Governor’s con- 
stitutional objections, the-provisions made for 
the assistance of illiterate voters, and other 
fetails of the measure. He said he believed 
that if ample provision was made for illiterate 
voters the Governor would be compelled to 
sign the bill. 

Mr. Linson said the subject was the most 
important of the year, for the demand for the 
secrecy of the ballot was almost unanimous. 
Substantial progress had bean made during the 
yearin electoral reform, and the bill itself 
included this year propositions of the mtnority 
of last year. He was not prepared to assert 
the absolute unconstitutionality of the law, but 
the Governor had taken that position, and an 
olive branch should be held out and a 
compromise effected, 60 that the law could 
be put on the statutes. He read from 
various court decisions to establish the 
claim that the limitation of suffrage 
Was an unconstitutional exercise of legislative 

ower, and to show that the secrecy of the bal- 
ot of an illiterate voter'was destroyed by the 
Saxton bill. He argued that the printing of 
party designations and of all the candidates on 
the ballot was unconstitutional, as the ballot 
could contain nothing but the name of the can- 
didate and the office to be filled. ‘‘The right to 
vote the present kind of Dallot,” said he, 
“is as deevly imbedded in the Constitution 
asisthe right to vote at all.” He never had 
been told why the exclusive official ballot was 
@ necessary feature of the proposed system. He 
read from an article in the Forum by Senator 
Edmunds in which necessary election reforms 
were discussed, but nothing was said of the 
fetich exclusive official ballot. 

When Mr. Linson coneluded, the bill was laid 
over until to-morrow.

advantages to Holbrook by the passage of the 
bill can be appreciated at a glance. . 

Holbrook had his wings nicely clipped, how- 
ever, by Jonn W. Hogan, Assistant Attorney 
General, who appeared against the Dill, and 
who declared that during the six years be had 
been connected with the law department of 
the State that department had never bogn 
called upon to oppose any bill before any logis- 
lative committee until to-day. ‘“*The Attorney 
General,” ne said, “delegated me to come here 
and speak against this bill and ask you to re- 
port 1t unfavorably. It is strange and in- 
explicable to me,’”’ he continued, “that a repre- 
sentative of a State department, above all the 
Court of Claims, should be here to favor the 
bill.” He explained that the last seetion of the 
bill would make law that does not now exist 
in cases between individuals. He oijted 
one case, that of MoMasters, now before 
the court, which amounts to $75,000, 
and which would carry $65,000 more as inter- 
est if the bill should pass. ‘It would let in the 
Western Union and every other class of claims 
against the State. He knew of cases where the 
complainents had held their claims back four- 
teon months because they knew fhai this in- 
terest rider was to be added, ‘‘And yet,’ he 
declared, with withering sarcasm, ‘we find a 
representative from the Court of Claims advo- 
cating the passage of this bill.”

PRINCETON ’S TRUSTEES MEET. 





WOODROE WILSON ELECTED TO THE 
CHAIR OF POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 13.—The stated meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees of the college was 
held to-day in the Trustee room of the college 
library. The meeting was a quiet and compara- 
tively short one. The principal business was 
to fill the Chair of Political Economy and Juris- 
prudence, left vacant by the death of Alexan- 
der Johnston. Woodroe Wilson, a gradinate of 


Princeton in the Class of ’79, was unanimously 
eleoted by the board to this position. 

Mr. Wilson is the author of the hook entitled 
“The State,” and is a very ablo mau in his de- 
partment. After his graduation from college 
he pursued post-graduate courses both here and 
inEurope, He has been connected with Johns 
Hopkins University, and is at present Pro- 
fosssor of Political Economy at Wesleyan 
University. Leis held in very highesteem by 
President Patton, as well as by the other 

rofessors of the college. Mr. Wilson will not 
assume his duties at Princeton until next Sep- 
tember. A. B. Woodford of the University of 
Indiana, who was recently appointed by Dr. 
Patton as instructor in the chair until the close 
of this academic year, is growing in favor with 
the students, and there is a rumor that he will 
be appointed to the new Chair of American and 
Constitutional Law to be created next year. 

The Trustees decided to-day that instead of 
having the Chairof History of Art separate 
from the Chairin Archsology, hereafter thera 
will be only one, tobe known as the Chair of 
the History of Artand Archwology. ‘The pro- 
fessors of both departments, W. C. Prime and 
Alian Marquand of the former, and A. L. Froth- 
ingham of the latter, will now constitute the 
one chair. 

A second prize in the Department of Philoso- 
phy, to be given on the same condition as the 
Alexander Guthrie McCosh prize, has been 
given to the college. The prize is the yearly in- 
terest of $1,000.

“WHICH THE REPORTING COMMITTEE

THE UNION LEAGUE OLUB. 


A STIRRING PROTEST AGAINST THE NEW 
COMPULSORY EDUCATION BILL. 

There was an unsually large attendance at 
last night’s meeting of the Union League Club, 
the special attraction being an exhibition of 
pictures by American figure painters, together 
with an exhibition of Persian and Indian art. 
At the business meeting the proposition to 
amend the by-laws so as to provide a different 
method of appointing the Nominating Commit- 
tee was enlarged by the reference ef the sub- 





ject of a general revision of the by-laws to a 


spe cial committee of five, to be appointed by 
the President. 

A’ measure which is now pending for the 
second time in the Legislature, and that seems 
to have some persistent force behind it pusbing 


it on, was some time ago taken into special con- 


sideratian by the Committee on Politioal Reform. 


It is the bill entitled ‘An act to secure to child- 


dren the beneiits ef elemeptary education and 
making an appropriation therefor,’’ and in effect 
it is @ gubsatitute for the present compulsory 
education law, except that it is a further-reach- 
ing and much more astringent law. : 

The committee, by E. B. Hinsdale, its Chair- 
man, presented an exhaustive report upon the 
proposed measure, in which they say: 


“The proposed bill is so extraordinary in its pro- 
visions as to require a careful and critical exami- 
nation. It incorporates within it certain princi- 
ples and methods of action that are entirely incon- 
sistent with individual liberty and the sacred 
rights of the family. The bill seems to be in some 
measure a substitute for the act passed in 1874, 
but with additional powers and limitations that 
make it a dangerous and vicious bill, 

“ It provides thatevery parent and guardian shali 
cause all children between the ages of seven and 
eleven to attend some public achoolin the city or 
school district in which suoh child shall reside, or 
some schvol other than a public school, and in 
which at least certain common school branches are 
taught; that for every neglect of the duty thus im- 
posed the guilty person commits a misdemeanor, 
and is subject to fine and imprisonment therefor. 

“The bill invades the privacy of the domestic cir- 
cle and supersedé@n the authority of the parent } 
the education of children of tender mS and substi. 
tutes therefor persons authorized by act of the 
Legislature to discharge these delicate and im- 


portant duties. 

* The tendency of this bill if ae oy will be to 
weaken pareuts) authority over the ohildren and 
divide responsibility between the parents and the 
State authorities for their pauratcs. tisin the 
line of the most vicious class of legislation with 
whioh we ore affilocted—that of State interference 
and control in matters with which the State of 
right ought not to interfere.”’ 


The committee submitted the following, 
ae was unanimously conourred in without 
ebate: 


Resolved, That the Union League Club deems 
this bill, in the particulars mentioned in this re- 
port, @ menacing invasion of the sacred rights of 
the family in the matter of the education of chil- 
dren, and we request the members of the Legisla 
ture to so vote as to defeat the passage of the bill.

to its efforts the fact that Connecticut gave 
Cleveland its Electoral vote in 1888 ia 
largely due. Those districts in the State 
left to be taken care of by the 
club's workers gave increased gains, and 
it was these gains substantially that gave the 
small Democratic majority, ow the Reform 
Club has broadened out into this new associa- 
tion which, although bound by no tfron-clad ties 
to the regular Demooratic organization, will be 
&@ potent factor in keeping the State in the right 
place. The club has a fine list of membership, 
made up of the best sort of men from all over 
the State. They are to a man for Cleveland.”

Speaking further on the Presidential outlook 
in his State, Col. Osborn said that he didn’t 
think that Hill would have any show in Con- 
necticut. ‘I’ve got an idea,” said he, “ that 
the Republicans will nominate Chauncey M. 
Depew, and Hill wouldn't have the slightest 
chance of carrying Connecticut against him.”

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A PUBLIC SCHOOL SCANDAL 


UNWISE EFFORTS TO SHIELD 
TEACHERS IN DISGRACE, 
FULL STATEMENT OF THE FACTS THAT 
LED TO THE TRANSFER OF MISS 

ISABELLA LEWIS. 


John Jasper, Superintendent of the City 
Schools, was at a recent meeting of the Board 
of Education instructed to investigate the 
claim of Trustee Tinsdale of the Ninth Ward, 
made before the Committee on Teachers, as to 
his reasons, other than those given to the com- 
mittee, for removing Miss Isabella F. Lewis, a 
teacher of No.3 Grammar School, or Nov. 4, 
1889, to Grammar School No. 16, without re- 
duction of grateor salary. All the facts in the 
case are now in the possession of the Superin- 
tendent, and they show a condition of affairs at 
once scandalous and reprehensible. 

Trustee Tinsdale makes allegations against 
not only Miss Lewis, but B. D. L, Southerland, 
the Principal of her school, which call for 
prompt action by the Board of Education. 
Evidently there has been a strong effort to sup- 
press the trath, under the false impression that 
scandal would be averted. The answer of 
Trustee Tinsdale was filed with Superintendent 
Jasper on Wednesday of last week. It is as 
follows:

Before answering it I desire to make, by way 
of preface, a statement of what iwouk place at 
the hearing of the appeal before the Committee 
on Teaoners cf the Koard of Education, held in 
hee private room on Tuesday, Deo. 3, 1889. 

here were eleven persons then present, viZ.: 
Chairman Holt,Commussioners Traud, Hunt, and 
Schmitt, City Superintendent John Jasper, 
Clerk MoMullin, Trustees Benedict, Faure, Mc- 
Namara, and myself, and Miss Isabelle F. Lewis. 

After a great deal of time had been spent upon 
the reasons for her transfer, as they appeared 
upon the record, Commissioner Holt asked, her 
if there were any additional reasons she wished 
to offer why her appeal shouid be sustained, 
and thereupon she made & statement as follows: 
She said that Edward McTaggert, the janitor of 
Primary School No. 24, had _ notified her to re- 
port tothe Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
on Friday, Oct. 11, 1889, at 7:30 P. M.; that 
she sent the reply back that she would be there, 
but upon informing the Prinojpal ot her depart- 
ment, Mr, B. D. L. Southerland, he advised 
her not to go, and she gave this reason 
to the janitor when he called on her 
the next day for an answer. she further 
stated that she was directed to report at the 
board room in Grammar School No. 3 on the 
following Monday morning, Oct. 14, 1889, but 
that no reasons were assigned to her outside of 
those which appeared upon the written record. 
She admitted that two days thereafter, after 
having had a personal interview with him, she 
wrote a letter to frustes Benedict offering to 
take a voluntary reduction of grade and salary 
in her own department if he would not vote to 
transfer ber to Grammar School No. 16. 

I thereupon notified Commissioner Holt that 
we had not opened up this matter, and would 
claim the right to answer what was brought out 
by the appellant. 

Thereupon Miss Lewis stopped. 

In answer to the inquiry of Commissioner 
Holt I stated that, at the written request of the 
Principal, I consentea to give Miss Lewis a 
hearing and to present to her the reasons more 
at length for her transfer on the following Tues- 
day morning, Oct. 15,1889, which reasons I had 
given to him on the previous Monday morning, 
and that I had given them to her at that time, 
and that she was there a8 appellant to reveal 
them and speak for herself if she saw fit. 

I further said that I deemed it for the best in- 
terest of the system not to give at that time the 
additional reasons, not on the record, for which 
the transfer was ordered. 

As Miss Lewis did not attempt to deny that I 
had told her what were the reasons for the 
transfer, and a3 none of the committee saw fit 
to ask her what those reasons were, I did not 
imagine there was a burning thirst on their 

part for any additional knowledge on the sub- 
fancy I assumed that they would follow the 
usual course of sustaining the action of the 
Board of Trustees, where the salary ofa teach- 
er has not been reduced by reason of the trans- 
fer. 

She was asked atthe conclusion of the hear- 
ing if she had any correspondence trom the 
F ncipal in her possession, and in response, 
thereto she produced a letter from Mr. B. D. L. 
Southerland, which was passed over to Chair- 
man Holi, who sald that it would be kept as the 
basis for a turther inquiry. 

‘The committee made the report found upon 
Journal pages 1,021 and 1,022, Commissioner 
Traud, a member of the committee, not signing 
and voting against the report. 

The report was adopted after Commissioner 
Sprague had moved without success that the 
report be recomimitted for further investigation. 
(Journal pages 1,047 and 1,048.) 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
held on Deo 18, 1889, (Journal pages 1,105 and 
1106,) they, evidently fearing a misijake had 
been made, adopted the resolution referred to 
in your communication. ° 

While I deeply deplore that the subject-mat- 
ter is reopened, and had hoped, for the benetit 
of the system and those who will be affeoted by 
this inquiry, that the whole affair might have 
been seitied in anotber way, yet, In view of the 
resolution ealling for an investigation upon 
your part and the notoriety given through the 
public press in publishing interviews with dif- 
ferent parties, and as further silence on my 
part might be misconstrued, | very reluctantly 
furnish the full reasons that induced the action 
of the Board of Trustees in making the transfer 
of Miss Lewis from Grammar Scnool No. 3 to 
Grammar Schoo! No. 16. 


A CLANDESTINE MEETING. 

On Sept. 19, 1889, about the hour of 5 P. M., 
Istopped at the Board of Trustees’ room in 
Grammar School No. 3 for astatement of the 
amount of the incidental fund of the ward 
which was to be furnished by the clerk of the 
Board of Trustees, and which he had agreed he 
would leave upon the table in that room that 


afternoon, The clerk was also the Principal of 
the male department of the school. 

It was not there, and, thinking he might be up- 
Stairs making out the statement, I went up to 
the fourth floor and iookea up the short stairway 
leading up from the fourth story to see if the 
door of his private room was open; I saw it was 
closed. I then entered the assembly room, and, 
hearing the noise of sweeping in one of the 
rooms, [called out loudly if Mr. Southerland 
Was 1n the building. 

The janitor’s nephew answered: “ He is in his 
room.” I went out on the landing, ascended 
the short stairway leading to his room, opened 
the door, and found Mr. B.D. L. Southerland and 
Miss Isabelle F. Lewis in the south westely corner 
of the room in the recess formed by the right 
sague of the wall and the bookcase, back from 
thé southerly window, of which the venetian 
blinds were all the way down, whereby neither 
could be keen from the street. ~*~ ~*~ * The sit- 
uation was too embarrassing for all of us; 
neither of them saluted or greeted me as I en- 
tered, nor did I them. I finally ventured to ask 
if he had made out the promised incidental fund 
account statement. With much hesitancy he 
answered he had not. I requested it to be fur- 
nished 1a the morning, and without any further 
exhange of words left the room, I was obliged 
to leave the city the next morning, and did not 
return for about a week or ten days. 

Shortly atter my return information was re- 
ceived to the effect that Mr. Southerland and 
Miss Lewis made a practice of resorting to his 
private room with the door shut after all the 
teachers were gone, and after consulting with 
Trustees Benedict and Van Arsdale, who, with 
myself constituted the Committee on Teachers, 
all of the facts above detailed having been fully 
considered, it was decided that it would be best 
to notify Miss Lewis to report to me at Primary 
School No, 24, in order thatI might then and 
there inform her that the Committee on Teach- 
ers intended to recommend that she be trans- 
ferred to another school as well as to inform 
her of the grounds for this action. 

It was contemplated, later on, to take such 
turther actioa as the case would require of the 
Board of Trustees. 

It was deemed injudicious to have Miss Lewis 
report at the board room in Grammar School 
No. 8, for the reason that it might give further 
notoriety to the matter. 

The janitor of Primary School No. 24 was di- 
rected to notify Misa Lewis to report to the 
Chairman of the Bward of Trustees at said 
school on Friday evening, Oct. 11, at 7:30 P. 
M. It was the nearest school to her residence, 
156 West Sixteenth-street, except Grammar 
School No. 16, In which evening school was 
then neld. She answered him: “I will be there 
at thattime.” Shortly after that, on the same 
day, he received this note from Mr. Souther-

Miss Lewis did not come in response to the 
message, and the janitor was directed to callon 


day. He did as so directed, and told her, by my

direction, that if she understood the previous 
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message her presence was not desired; if she 
isunderstood it, then she was tq report to me 
that evening at the same time and place. 

She stated to the janitor that, after ne had 
left her the i peovens day, she had informed Mr. 
Southerland of the message and he had advised 
her not to go, and she would explain further 
when she saw the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, 

On Monday morning, Oot. 14, Miss Lewis was 
notified to report to the board room, und she 
Was then asked if she had received the message 
toreport to Primary School No. 24, and she 
answered she had, and that she had refused to 
come by advice of Mr. Southerland. She was 
thereupon informed that her transfer to Gram- 
mar 6chool No. 16 would be deemed desirable 
for the best interests of the system, and that 
Miss Carrie Smith would take her olass. 

She became very abusive and impertinent in 
language and offensive in conduct, and there- 
upon left the room. 

he Principal, Mr. Southerland, was sent for 
immediately, and asked it he had advised Miss 
Lewis not to report to No. 24,and why? He 
answered he had, but that he now saw that it 
was a mistake on his part, 

I thereupon informed him that rumor asso- 
ciated his and Miss Lewis’s name together in a 
Way that was detrimental to the best interests 
of the system, and in view of what I had wit- 
nessed I was not surprised at it, and that I 
deemed it for the best interest of his depart- 
ment, himself and Miss Lewis, that they should 
be separated, and that she should be trans- 
terred to Grammar School No. 16. The reason 
why Grammar Schvol No. 16 was selected was 
because Mr. Southerland has a daughter teach- 
ing in that school, and that he would not be 
apt to visit it very often. 

He then and there concurred with me that it 
woula be for the best interest of all concerned 
to transfer Miss Lewis from his department. 
On the afternoon of that day, Oot. 14, i8sy, I 
received a note from Mr. Southerland, of 
which the following is a true copy: 

&:20 P. M.—MONDAY P, M. 

MR. TINSDALE: Had no chance to talk with Miss 
L., only a few moments, as the Superintendents 
were here and detained until 4 o’clock. 

At present she ig not phage « to ask ior a transfer, 
as she does not wish to go to 16 at all. 

To oblige me, see her in the morning and put your 
y+ eomamae betore her better than Iocan. Yours, 

6., \ 

To oblige Mr, Southerland, as requested in the 
foregoing communication, [ attended at the 
board room the next moraing, Tuesday, Oot: 15, 
and alter giving Miss Lewis a further hearing 
put the “arguments” before her that had in- 
duced him to write me to see her again that 
morning. 

I asked herif she had been informed by the 
Prinojpal of the additional reasons for her 
transfer, and she answered she had, but would 
let me know what they were later on; this was 
said inan impudent tone and very offensive 
manner. 

Sne asked that'l would repeat them to her, 
and [answered that, without entering into a 
discussion of the information trom various 
sources thatI had received and which most 
forcibly emphasized the necessity of the trans- 
for, the mere fact that I found Mr. Southerland 
and herself in # corner of his private room with 
the door shut at about the hour of 5 o’olock in 
the afternoon, alone in the building, after all 
the other teachers had gone, I deemed sufficient 
to require the board to separate them, and to 
make her trausfer a necessity, and still more 
so if, as I had been informed, it was a common 
practice to so meet him there in private. [ fur- 
ther told her that I intended to bring the mat- 
ter before the Board of Trustees and let them 
determiue what should be done in the matter. 

That same day Miss Lewis called on Trustee 
Benedict, bad a personal interview with him, 
and afterward wrote him a letter offering to 
tuke a voluntary reduction of grade and salary 
in Grammar Sehool No. 3 if he would not vote 
to transfer her to Grammar Schvol No. 16. 

Trustee Benedict showed the letter to Trustee 
Van Arsdale and myself that night at a meeting 
of the Committee on Teachers, and it was there- 
upon decided to send to Miss Lewis and direct 
her to be present on the next evening, Wednes- 
day, Oct. 16, at the board room, in order that 
the committee might learn from her what objec- 
tions, if any, she made to the proposed transfer. 

Miss Lewis came to the board room at the 
appointed time. She was informed that the 

revious notice she had received to attend at 

rifmary School No. 24 had been sent to her by 
direction of the committee. She said sne ob- 
jected to the transfor. After some discussion 
Trustee Benediot notified her that he would 
recommend it to the board. The next day the 
Principal, Mr. Southerland, was before Mr. Vau 
Arsdale, Mr. Benedict, and myself, as Commit-, 
tes on Teachers, and in their presence he admit 
ted the circumstance detailed above in respect 
to my finding himself and Miss Lewis in his 
room at the hour named with the door shut, and 
also coincided with the suggestion that she 
ought to be transferred from his department. 

On Friday evening, Oct. 17, testimony was 
given before the same committee to the effect 
that Miss Lewis was in the habit of remaining 
in the school building and going to Mr. South- 
erland’s room and remaining there with him 
with the door shut after all-the restof the 
teachers were gone, both before and after the 
date I saw them there, as [ have stated above. 

After this testimony had been recelved [ in- 
sisted that it and the whole mattter should be 
laid before the full board; but I was urged 
otherwise by my associates on the committee, 
who said that it it was done Mr. Southerland 
would commit suicide, as he had threatened to 
do in their presence. 

From this time on until we had our regular 
monthly board meeting, Oct. 31, Trustees Bene- 
dict and Van Arsdale held interviews with Mr. 
Southerland, Miss Lewis, and Miss Smith, the 
other teacher to be transferred, it being their 
desire that the whole affair might be arranged 
quietly and without any publicity. On that 
evening I notified them that if the transfer was 
not made [ desired the board to relieve me 
formally of all responsibility in the matter, 

On the board room table that evening I 
found @ note from Mr. Southerland, of which 
the following is a true copy: 

THURSDAY P. M. 

Mr. TINSDALE; It is very doubtful whether I 
shall be able to attend the meetiug this evening, as 
I have been very sick all day, taking medicine 
ordered by my doctor. 

Youor Mr. Benedict will find all the pay rolls, 
= and papers under the small desk at end of 
able. 

{ trust you will settle the “transfers” in sucha 
way that everything will be silent, and the result 
under your management be a reward to me for loy- 
alty to the board all through the past. Yours truly, 

B. D. L. SOUTHERLAND. 

Trustees Benedict and Van Arsdale informed 
me during the meeting that they had seen Miss 
Lewis and she had voluntarily consented to the 
transfer, and not to bring the matter before the 
board that night, but adjourn it over until next 
Monday evening, Nov. 4, and the transfer would 
be effected to the entire satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. The matter was laid over until that 
time, when, as previously agreed upon, the 
transfer was made, and Trustees Van Arsdale 
and Benedict poy ee that they bad seen 
Miss Lewis and she had voluntarily consented 
toit.

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A PROTEST BY IMPORTERS, 


WHY THEY OBJECT TO THE ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE CUSTOMS BILL. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 13.—A_ fully-attended 
meeting of the importers of Philadelphia was 
called togetherin the Board of Trade rooms 
to-day to protest against the provisions of the 
MeKinley *“ Administrative Customs bill,” now 
pending in Congress. All of the largest im- 
porting firms in tho city were represented. J. 
Henry Magee of the tirm of Conway s#rothers 
presided, 

On taking the chair Mr. Magee said the pend- 
ing bill was intended by its authors to simplify 


the tariff laws, whereas in one sense it almost 
completely revolutionized the present tariff. 1% 
cut into the faces of all those eng in the 
importing business, a flagrant and distinotly 
implied insult. It deprives them of the right 
of trlal by jury and relezates the power of the 
jury into tne hands of men appointed by parti- 
san influences to represent the Governmen 
In a general discussion of the measure whic 
followed, it was argued that the features of the 
bill were extraordinary in regard to the for- 
feiture of goods and the punishment of im- 
porters, and in laying 3 the importer the 
burden of proving Dimeself inpocent. 

“The great evil of the tariff,” said one of the 
speakers, ‘‘is not so much the high or the low 
tariff, out the uncertainty. The tariff iaw de- 
pends upon the opinions of & great number of 
men, and this law would ae that un- 
certainty. This —— ppraisers’ commit- 
tee is under the direct control of a department 
that may change as politics may shift in this 
country; therefore, itcan never be impartial. 
The act is, in fact, one that seeks to impose a 
very large increase of duttes. The bjjl is full of 
vague language that will give rise to endless, 
litigation. Weare unable to determine when 
the merchant can appeal from the decision of 
the Appraiser, and just how he can do it.” 

Resolutions were adopted protesting against 
the bill, requesting the Senators from Pennsy!- 
vania to oppose its passage, and providing for 
the appointment of a committee of three to eb- 
tain signatures to @ memorial against the bill 
and to take sueh measures as they may deem 
best to bring its defevts to the attention of Con- 
gress. A motion was adopted providing for the 
appointment of a committee to communicate 
with importers’ associations and importers and 
merchants generally in the cities of New-York, 
Boston, Baltimore, Chicago, 8t. Louis, 8an Fran- 
cisco, and New-Orleans in reference to securing 
united action in —— to the MoKinley 
bill, Rudolph Blankenburg, Henry Steel, and 
Henry Tilge were appointed a committes to go 
to Washingten and present the resolutions to 
the Finance Committee of the Senate, and to ob- 
tain aninterview with the committee on the 
subject. The committee was also empowered 
to confer and act with committees from other 
bodies on the same mission. 








OPINIONS ON THE 1C0E CROP. 


JOHN CLARK IS CONFIDENT THERE WILL 
BE A GOOD SUPPLY. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 13.—The temperature 
to-day has been very warm, and ice dealers say 
the sun Is getting so high that they will have to 
do what harvesting is done either on cloudy 
days or at night, otherwise the crop will get 
sunstruck and ruined. No ice has been taken 
from the river yet thicker than five inches, and 
this behind dykes. Small amounts for present 


use of the same thickness have been cut from 
tributary creeks. The ponds in this vicinity 
have not to exceed eight-inch ice, except in one 
or two instances. The greater number have 
less than six-fnch ice. e bulk of cutting is 
now going on at Lake Champlain. The Phila- 
delpbia parties harvesting there outnumber the 
New-Yorkers. The privilege of taking ice from 
Ballston Lake bas been secured by John Clark, 
and that on Round Lake by the City Ice Com- 
pany. This field is about ten inches thick and 
contains perhaps 30,000 tons. 

John Clark of the Ridgeway Ice Company 
was here to-day. He ssid be had purchased 
the privilege of cutting 600,000 tons of ice 
from Saratoga Lake, and would begin harvest- 
ing as soon as he could get his mén and tools 
there. He says he will also seoure 100,000 
tons of ice from the Kennebec River, Maine, 
where he has men at work now. 

In the corridor of the Delavan House this 
morning Mr. Clark made this boast: “ The talk 
that. there won’t be as much ice as usual is all 
nonsense. I will deposit with the vashier or 
the proprietor of the Delavan House a certified 
check for from $1,000 to $5,000 that I will cut 
twelve-inch ice from the Hudson River within 
fifteen days, I will have the check in the hands 
of one of these people as soon as I can get over 
to the bank and back again.” 

Inquiry of Proprietor Roessie and Cashier 
Hamlin revealed the fact that the certified 
check had not been deposited with either. 

Dealers in this vicinity who have fields of 
ice in sheltered places are flooding them. ‘This 
will add two inches in thickness. Despite Mr. 
Clark’s boast, itis the general impression that 
there will be noice taken out of the Hudson 
south of Troy.

“UNCLE” ISAAC PIPER DEAD. 

WHEELING, West Va., Feb. 13.—‘“‘ Uncle” 
Isaac Piper, aged eighty-two, died in this city 
Monday morning. For a generation past he 
was one of the best-known colored citizens of 
this cicy, and since 1865 was an attaché of the 
United States District Court and the personal 
attendant of Judge J. J. Jackeon. He wasa 


native of Charlestown, Jefferson County, where, 
before the war, he was aslave of Charles James 
Faulkner, Minister to France under President 
Buchanan. 

While Minister Faulkner was in Paris, Piper 
was his dining room servant. His close inti- 
macy with Minister Faulkner and other dis- 
tinguished men, together with the fact that the 
blood of the Faulkners flowed in his veins, com- 
bined to make him very dignified, and it was 
with difficulty that he could be approached by 
members of his own race at-any time, while 
during the sessions of the Federal court he was 
oblivious to the presence of any one, white or 
black, with the single exception of Judge 
Jackson.

THE BALLOT-BOX THIEVES 


QNVESTIGATION OF 1HE HUD- 
SON OOUNTY FRAUDS. 
@’DONALD LOSES AND STUHR GAINS 
HEAVILY—NINE MORE DISTRICTS TO 

COUNT—CURRENT COMMENT. 


{ Trenron, N. J., Feb. 13.—The examination of 
the Hudson County ballot boxes in the Stuhr- 
McDonald contested lection case was re- 
gumed bofore the Senate Committee on Elec- 
a this morning, though Mr. Adrain, the 

emocratic member of the committec, was not 
ipresont. After the first day’s developments he 
jceased to watch the proceeding carefully, and 

is non-appearanee to-day created no surprise. 
Counselor Vredenburgh of Jersey Oity was 
present to loox after Senator McDonald's in- 
‘terests in place of his partner, ex-Judge Gar- 
rettson. Mr. Corbin was on band as counsel for 
‘the committes, and Mr. Dougherty for Stuhr 
and for Roche. Nono of the leading Hudson 
County ringsters wore prosent. 

The ballot box for the Seventh Precinct of the 
Firat District, which was opened last night and 
closed again without counting, had to have its 
lock broken before the committeo could again 
get into it. The dial indicated that 147 ballots 
had goneinto the box. Tne poll book showed 
240 names, and over these Dames was written 
the following: ‘‘Names and addresses of per- 
sons voting the 3lst day of November, 1889.” 
The election officers for the precinct were Pat- 
rick Mannex, judge; William McAnally and 
Richard Cooper, inspectors, and Edward Gatl- 
ney, clerk, 

The tally sheet gave MoDonald 167 votes and 
Stubr 64. That is the olficial return. A count 
of the ballots did not change MeDonald’s total, 
but increased Stuhr’s to 71. ‘The little theft of 
seven ballots from the anti-ring candidate had 
@pparentiy been deliberate. No “joker” bal- 

ots were found, but the ballots of regular size 
‘did not all bear the same stamp and thirty-four 
‘of them were not stamped at all. Some of the 
Stamped ballots bore the ellipse, which had in 
previous ballots appeared only on the “jokers.” 
Butin this case the ballot was punctured In 
the centre of the ellipse, while the *‘ jokers” 
Never were. On other ballots the broken circle 
‘punctured, which had been a mark of reguiar- 

ty, appeared. Both Democratic and Repub- 
lican ballots appeared without the milling 
marks. 

Mr. Corbin then called two witnesses, Henry 
A. Ransom wnd Henry J. Jewett, who had been 
at the polling place on election day, to testify 
eoncerming a change in the ballot box in this 
precinct during the election. It appeared that 
the box used in the morning ceased to work 
Batisfactorily after a couple of hours, and the 
top of it, with the stamping and puncturing 
apparatus, was taken off and votes thrown in 
until a new box was brought shortly before 
moon. Then the Dallots in the old box were 
trausterred to the new one, and votes cast after 
that wera regularly put in. The bailouts cast 
after the top of the first box was removed and 
before the second was substituted are supposed 
to be the thirty-four that bore no mark. 

The balos pox from the Eighth Precinct of 
the First District showed no irregularity, ex- 
cept that she dial indicated 264 votes, while 
the poll book showed only 252 names aud.the 
tally sheet but 252 votes. Of this number Me- 
Donald reosived 144 and Stunr 101. The com- 
hnittco’s coant contirmed these tigures. All the 
ballois were milled and stamped witn the 
broken cirsle, punctured in the centre. Tue 





election, offlcera were Terrence P. Sullivan, 
ee: Ldward Sullivan and William Cullen, 
nepectors, und Matthew P. Buckley, clerk. 


The committee had put on the record the fact 
that this box wasin perfect condition, except 
that the dial did not agree with the other rec- 
ords. ‘ests were then made of the registering 
appuratus of this box, and also of the box for 
tue Seventh Precinct, and they were found to 
work perfectly. Lhe fact that the dials did not 
agree with the number of ballots in the boxes 
was therefore unaccounted for by any honest 
TFeason, 

‘pe bailot box forthe Ninth Precinct of the 
First District was next opened. It was regard- 
ed with suspicion from the Known character of 
the nen Who run the precinct, and appearances 
Were such a8 to give rise to the suspicion tuat 
a@ good deal of “fixing up” had been done to 
give 1t the appearance of regularity. The dial 
indicaied 511 baliots In the box, which was 
found to agree with the number of names on 
the poll list. But when a test Was made it was 
tounud that the dial did not work, anu s0 must 
hhave been set at 511 by the cunning “fixer” to 
give ita good appearance. The poll lst itself 
showed up better than any previous one. It 
Was so neat andclean as to cause remark. 
After the first 2454 names there Was a certificate 
that 234 votes had been cast. This was signed by 
the eleciion oflicers and was supposed to be the 
number polled up to the hour of recess for 
dinner. 

After that certificate followed the other 
Dames, all written in the same round, legible 
haud. On other books the Landwritivg changed 
every pare or two, but here there was no change. 
No certificate immediately followed the names, 
but a couple of pages further alongona Dilank 
leaf was the certificate duly signed by the election 
Officers, Just what all this ineant no one could 
Buy, but it seemed to indicate that the election 
oflicers had been asked io put their certificate 
in the back part of the book and hand the book 
over to the ‘fixer’ to putin as many names as 
he thought best. One opinion was that 234 
Was really all the votes cust, aud that the re- 
maining names were copied in trom the registry 
jist until a number to correspond with the num- 
ber of ballots stuffed in the box had been 
reached. but that they were was by uo means 
established. 

An examination of the ballots showed that 
the count had been celiberately talsitied. The 
taily sheet gave MeDousld 501 and Stuhr 10, 
This was also the ollicial return. A count of 
the Dallots showed that MeDonaid hed 471 and 
Btubr 34. Stuhr had been robbed in the count 
or 24, and McDonald given 30 that did not be- 
long to him. There were no “joker” ballots, 
put the regular ballots indicated crookedness, 
They were faintly stamped, and 197 of them 
were not punctured as they should have been if 
they had youe into the box in the regular way. 
Otbers were punctured and stamped asif by a 
different apparatus from thai on the box. 

All the precincts in the First Assembly Die- 
trict having been compieted, the committee ad- 
journed until next Monday at 3 o’ciock. There 
are ten Assembly districts in Hudson County 
~ot ogg full examination will require several 
weeks. . 

The aggregate result of the examination of 
the ballot boxes for the nine precincts of the 
First Assembly District was the discovery of 
524 small, or “joker,’’ ballots and the discov- 
ery of falsificatious in the count by which 
Stuhr was robbed of 98 votes which were in 
the boxes for him, and MeDonald was given 99 
votes he never received. No ‘joker’ ballot 
‘was in any box for Stuhr, and no error against 
McDonald has been feund. & 

The ofjictal return for the First Assembly Dis- 
trict, compiled aud printed uuder the direction 
of the Secretary of State in Trenton, indicatea 
a gg tor McDonald in that district of 
1,616. The return is tull enough of blunders, 
ty pographical and arithmetical, toindicate that 
the nen who put it together were drunk. But 
taking theee official figures and deducting the 
falsifivations in count and McDonald is left 
1,419 plurality. If tne 524 **joker’ ballots are 
thrown out McDonald is left 895. If ballots 
are throwhb out where the number exceeds the 
names ou the fu list this plurality will be 
further reduced. Tbe same sortotr work through 
the county would defeat MeDonald. Whetber 
that will be the result cannot be predicted. 
A tew of the “joker” bailots appear to have 
been innocently and honestly cast. The other 
Assembly districts may not show 80 great a 
proportion of fraud. The developments have 
thus far proved worse thau expected. The 
First District was generally believed to be less 
corrupted than the Second, Third, or Seventh, 
but no one oan tellin advance what these or 
the otber distriets may show. 

It must be borne in mind that the frauds 
which the ballot boxes show are certainly only 
@ part, and probably a comparatively small 
part, of the frauds actually committed in the 
election. Many of the election officers were 
doubticss cautious enough to cover up their 
iniquity. Sueha thing was by no means impos- 
sible, and only supreme contidence that no in- 
Vestigation would follow and in protection by 
Sheriff Davis if caught mado otners ao reckless. 
But many crimes were committed in the elec- 
tion that the ballot boxes would not show un- 
der any ciroumstances. 

There is no doubt that there was much repeat- 
ing in Jersey City. Men went trom one polling 
place to another, roting again and again, the 
registry lists having been arranged for the pur- 
pose. Repeaters were undoubtedly brought 
over from New-York. The facis indicating 
What was going on were printed in THE TIMES 
sbout that time. The repeating was established 
beyond doubt. But the examination of the 
ballot boxes reveals nothing of these crimes, 
and they do not reveal by whose prompting the 
crimes were committed. The Senate committee 
expects to take testimony after the examination 
of the ballot boxes is completed, and it is pos- 
sible that something will be developed in that 
way. BKutit is certain that great etfort will be 
made by the ringsters to cover up everything. 

Itis to bo regretted that the Senate comuit- 
tes is unable to extend its investigation to the 
eptire election in Hudson County instead of 
confining it to Senator. It ts evident that all 
the fraud was not committed merely to eleot 
MoDonald, and, as atated in these dispatches 
yosterday, It is probable that the greatest fraud 
waa not committed in his behalf. The commit- 
tee isafter facts, and should get them all It 
haa been suggested that if Gov. Abbett felt the 
conseicugness of innocence he would ask to 
have tle lovsetigation extended to his vote as 
welias to McDounald’s. The other ring candi- 
dates are oxpected to keep as shady as possible, 
but the Govarnor oan hardly satford to Dave it 
understood that he is keeping still to avoid the 
expesire of crime on the part of the Hudson 
County ring. He is a Hudson County Democras 
himseif. 

TEE Timze’s correspondent to-day asked Sen- 
ator Gardner of Atlantic County, whois a Re- 

ubdlican iszislator of some years’ experience 

od new Chairman of the Eleotions Committee, 
how. it happsved that the Legialature had fixed 
everything to it fraud in Hudson and to 
provent ent Law after law has baen 
Passel apparcai:y for that purpees. ‘One party 








is allowed to seize three of every four election 
officers. The voting hours have been extended 
to 7 o’olock, 80 as to give the thieves and ballot- 
box manipulators an extra hour of darkness to 
work. The selection of Grand Juries has been 
putin the hands of the Sheriff, so that no one 
oan be indicted whom he chooses to protect. 
Evory preventive of orime has been thrown 
down by the Stato Legislature itself. 

Senator Gardner's answer was that for sev- 
eral years Hudson County had been the Legis- 
lature, Hudson County influence had dominat- 
ed State legislation as completely as it had its 
own County Board of Freeholders. Nobody 
else had anything to say. Making all allow- 
ances for the Senator’s politics, which aro said 
to warp his judgment at times, tho facts soem 
to give much support to what he says. But 
that statement of the case puts a heavy re- 
sponsibility on Hudson County legislators and 
on the Governor. 


AGAINST THE CLUB. 


A VERDICT FOR THE CITY IN THE PARK~ 
WAY FENCE CASE. 


The Genoral Term of the Second Department 
of the Supreme Court in Brookivyn announced 
adecision on Tuesday in the suitof John A. 
Morris and his New-York Jockey Club against 
the Mayor and others of the city of New-York 
in regard tothe fence theclub built on a part of 
the Pelham Parkway. The opinion, written by 
Presiding Justice Barnard, reverses the order 
made by Judge Bartlettin the case and vacates 
the two injunction orders granted by County 
Judge Mills of Westchester. It is a clear vic- 
tory for Corporation Counsel Clark. 

It will be remembered that when the Park 
Department started to take down the encroach- 
ing partof the race track fence the club ob- 
tained injunction orders from Judge Mulls 
restraining the municipal authorities from en- 
tering upon the property for any puryoses 
whatever. When the oily moved to vacate 
these orders Judge Bartlett refused to grant 
any relief, but the olub, after a good deal of 
quarroling with the Park Debartment’s men, 
took down the fence themselves just betore 
their opening day. 

Judge Barnard, in speaking of the statutory 
proceedings by which the city acquired the 
parkway property, and which the ¢lub’s coun- 
sel claimed were irregular and void, says: *‘The 
title of the defendant under these proceedings 
and its right to possession of the premises is 
clear.” He also says in regard to the plaintiil’s 
claim, that one of the Commissioners was not 
competent to act in the proceedings; that “it 
1s too late toraise such question after the re- 
port of the Commissioners has been confirmed 
by a competent trivunal, as a precedent in the 
case of Astor against the municipal authorities 
has it.” 

Thomas P. Wickes argued the case for the 
city and ex-Judge Noah Davis for the jockey 
club,

HE TWEAKS A BROTHER CLERK’S NOSE 
AT THE STOCK EXCHANGK. 


The spirit of rivalry between the Stock Ex- 
change and the Consolidated Exchange is 
strong. There wasa fist fight on the Consoli- 
dated on Wednesday. Yesterday there was one 
on the Stock Exchange. It occurred in the 
subscribers’ department, which is just outside 
the railing. It was between two brokers’ clerks. 
Like all of these engagements, it was extremely 
brief. Ability to take punishment or to give it, 
for that matter, is not a part of the make-up of 


the Exchange gentlemen who get into rows 
with each other. One of the clerks was J. H. 
McManus of C. B. Gunther & Brother. The 
other was E. H. Hudson, who is employed in 
his brother’s firm, C. I. Hudson & Co. 

McoMauus was engaged in a conversation with 
two friends. Hudson is said to have a some- 
what suspicious disposition. He thought 
McManus was taiking avout him. He went up 
lo McManus, called him a name, and caught 
hold of his nose and pulled it..

But McMsunus jumped back and 
walked away. A lot of peopie got between 
them and acted as if they thought they ought 
to stop further hostilities, a course which was 
entirely superfiuous. McManus later told the 
Governing Board that the assault was entirely 
unwarranted, and a seutence of suspension for 
thirty days was therefore pronounced against 
Hudson.

AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 


CAN THE TWENTY-SECOND REGIMENT 
ARMORY BE USED FOR A FAIR? 


Announcement is made that a fair in aid of 
St. Joseph’s Homo for the Aged is to be held in 
the armory of the Twenty-second Regiment, 
Fourteenth-street and Sixth-avenue, beginning 
on April 15. Under date of Des. 2, 1888, gen- 
eral orders from General Headquarters, State of 
New-York, were as follows: 


“Armories and arsenals shall be nsed only by 
troops of the National Guard (except that they may 
be used by posts of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic or otber veteran organizations of honorably-dis- 
charged Union soldiers or sailors of the late war, in 
cases where such use is authorized by statute,) and 
for such other purely military purposes a8 may be 
approved by the Adjutant-General.’ 

The order was occasioned by the setting 
apart of tne quarters then occupied by the 
Eighth Regiment for purposes similar to those 
to which it ia proposed to devote the Twenty- 
second Regiment armory. 

The military cede provides that when an 
armory is erected or rented for the use of the 
National Guard it shall be under the contrel 
and charge of the commanding officer of the 
organization occupying the same, and that the 
only person who shall at all times have access 
to the same whenever, in their judgment, the 
exigences of the service may require it, are the 
chiefs of the general staff departments of the 
State, the division and brigade commanders 
and their respective staf officers, 

Under these conditions the question arises by 
what authority the Roman Catholic institution, 
announced to hold a fair in the Fourteenth- 
street armory, is to gain access to the military 
headquarters set apart for the exclusive use of 
the Twenty-second Regiment. 

The commandant of the First Brigade, Gen. 
Louis Fitzgerald, said yesterday that he knew 
nothing about the matter, either personally or 
officially. He had understood, however, that 
the Twenty-second would probably be enabled 
to occupy its new armory on or about the lstof 
May, and it had been intimated that the regi- 
ment purposed giving up its present quarters 
at the close of the current drill season, or in 
the neighborhood of the lst of April. If this 
were done the building would be virtually at 
the disposal of the Armory Board. 

Col. John T. Camp, who commands the 
Twenty-second Regiment, said yesterday: “I 
was waited upon by a committee representing 
some charitable institution, with the request 
that they be given the use of the regimental 
armory some time in April for fair purposes. I 
told the committee that I was quite certain 
that I had no authority to grant their request. 
However, I added, in view of the fact that the 
regiment would have practically finished its 
aril. season at the date on which the use of the 
armory was desired, if the consent of the 
Armory Board was seoured to such a disposi- 
tion of the building 1 would interpose no ob- 
jection.” 

Nothing, however, ie contained in the act cre- 
ating it which authorizes the Armory Board to 
assume control of the armories erected or 
rented for the National Guard, or to dispose of 
their use for any otherthan purely military 
purposes. The lease of the Fourteenth-street 
armory, entered into exclusively on behalf of 
the Twenty-second Regiment, does not expire 
until 12 o’clock noon on the lst day of May. 
Until that time, owing to unavoidable delays in 
the construction of the new armory, the use of 
the building is likely to be required by Col. 
Camp’s command, and it will be of interest to 
note whether the Armory Board will assume to 
overrule the express provisions of the military 
law of the State. 











THE OASE OF PRESIDENT KENT. 





EX-SECRETARY CALKINS DENIES MANY 
OF KENT’S STATEMENTS. 


In the hearing of the case of President 
Edward Henry Kent of the Mutual Benefit 
Life Association, which was resumed yester- 
day before Referee James F. Tracey, at the 
offices of the association, 14 East Forty-seoond- 
street, Mr. Charles H. Stocking, an expert 
bookkeeper now engaged in rewriting the 
books of the association, testified that in many 
cases it was impossible to tell for what certain 
entries in the books had been made, or whether 
they were correct or not. In some of the ac- 
counts the books were so kept that evena 
bookkeeper could not tell the character or in- 
tent of the items. In the account of B. B. 


Sherman, he said, the settlement was entirely 
different from what appeared on the books. 
With this testimony the defense wus concluded. 

Deputy Attorney General William A. Poste 
moved for judgment, urging that no rebuttal 
were was needed. This motion was de- 
nie 

Mr. Poste then recalled the ex-Secretary of 
the association. F. H. Calkins, in rebuttal, and 
read from President Kent’s sworn testimony oa 
number of statements to the effect that Mr, 
Calkins had tobi him that his (Kent’s) deti- 
ciency was only about $9,000. Mr. Calkins 
said that be had never made such a statement 
to him or any one else... He also denied a)most 
every statement made by Mr. Kent on his ex- 
aluination in regard to conversations alleged to 
have taken place between them on the financial 
affairs of the association and regarding his own 
deticienoy. 

The association’s ledger was then produced 
to show that Mr. Kent’s claim that the associa- 
tion owed him for money advanced at the time 
of his trip to Europe in 1887 was incorrect. 
The ledger showed that the acoount was closed 
aud that no balance was owing to Mr. Kent. 

The examination will be resumed on Wednes- 
day next at1l o’clock. 





DANGERS OF THE OCEAN. 





VESSELS CONTINUE TO ENCOUNTER HUR- 
RICANES AND ICEBERGS. 


Capt. Kaeft of the steamship Amalfi, from 
Dartmouth, which arrived here yesterday, re- 
ports a severe passage. On Jan. 23, in latitude 
48° and longituae 28°, the ship ran into a hur- 
ricane, which, however, she weathered in safe- 
ty. On Jan. 28, in latitude 46° 30’ and longi- 
tude 47°, the Amalfi fell in with a huge field of 
ioe, in which were seen twenty beres. One of 
these was 200 feet high. The Amalfi’s supply 
of coal was running short, and she headed for 
Halifax in order to replenish her bunkers. On 


the southern edge of the Banks of Newfoundland 
the steumship was caught in another hurri- 
cane, during which her boats were injured vy 
heavy waves and other damages were sus- 
tained about the decks. The Amalfi reached 
Halifax on Feb. 9. 


The State of Nebraska of the State Line from 
Glasgow fell in with a large field of ice, among 
which were three large bergs, on Feb. 10, in 
latitude 44° 37’ and longitude 48° 34/. 

Capt. Hodge of the steamship Redruth, from 
Cardiff, says that he passed dangerous icefields 
on Feb. 8 in latitude 43° 30’ and longitude 49°. 

Capt. Thompson of the schooner W. R. Ches- 
ter, which arrived from Monte Cristo yester- 
day, reports having been caught in a heavy 


northeasterly gale in the Gulf Stream. Heavy 
seas broke over the ship, washing overboard 
about five tons of logwood and sweeping every- 
thing movable from the decks. 





THE CHILDREN IN “BLUEBEARD, JR.” 

Yesterday afternoon was spent in Part IL, 
Court of General Sessions, in securing twelve 
good and true mento try James H. Meade for 
allowing the little children to appear on the 
Stage at Niblo’sin “Bluebeard, Jr.” President 
Gerry of the Society tor the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children notified Mr. Meade that the children 


must not appear. It was decided, however, to 
defy Mr. Gerry and see the matter through the 
courts. So Mr. Gerry had Meade indicted, and 
the trial was begun yesterday. 

Charles W. Brooke looks after the interests of 
the children’s manager and Assistant District 
Attorney Jerome is the people’s ‘champion. 
Care was taken in getting tue jury. Jurors 
who bad seen the performance were challenged, 
while one man who did not believe in theatres 
at all was rejected. When the jury were ob- 
tained Mr. Brooke wanted them all to visit the 
“scene of crime,” as he expressed it, in the 
evening, but the Judge would not grant the 
motion, at least until some evidence had been 
offered. The jury Jooked sad as they went home 
at missing a chance to see the show for nothing, 
The case will go on to-day. 





A COLORED MINISTER GETS DAMAGES. 

In the Supreme Court, before Judge Beach 
and a jury yesterday, the Rev. Albert P. Miller, 
a colored clergyman, sued the People’s Line 
Steamship Company, for $5,000, alleging a dis- 
crimination against himself and family on ao- 


count of their complexion. His lawyer was ex- 
Goy. Chamberiain of South Carolina. 

In August, 1887, Miller, a graduate from Yale 
Theological Seminary and pastor of the Dixwell- 
Avenue Congregational Church, in New-Haven, 
came to New-York with his family and bought 
berths onthe steamer Drew tor a trip up the 
Hudson. Upon inspection he found he needed 
better quarters, and asked for staterooms. Ho 
was informed that he could not have them. He 
demanded and was given back his money. 

The defense Was that on the day in question 
every stateroom was engaged. After a brief 
session the jury returned with a verdict of $500 
for the plaintiff.

PARTNERS DISAGEIE. 
COMPLICATIONS IN THE DRY GOODS 


FIRM OF MILLER, KASTOR & CO. 


The dry govds trade is awaiting with consid- 
erable interest a decision from Judge Patterson 
of the Supreme Court on the affairs of the firm 
of Miller, Kastor & Co., importers of shawls, at 
32 Greene-street. They were the consignees of 8. 
W. Kastor & Co. of Paris, which firm, it is said, 
also guaranteed to manufacturers the value 
and prompt returns on goods which these man- 
ufacturers should consign to Miller, Kastor & 
Co. It is claimed that the latter firm owed 8, 
W. Kastor & Co. on Jan. 1 about $150,000 for 


goods sold, and were liable to S. W. Kastor & 
Co. for $150,000 more on consigned merchan- 
dise guarantees. 

Mr. Kastor of the Paris firm came over here 
to see how matters stood, but 1t is said that Mr. 
Miller refused to Jet him see the bouks of the 
New-York tirm, whereupon Mr. Kastor of Miller, 
Kastor & Co. made a transfer of the outstand- 
ing accounts, amounting to $130,000, and the 
goods in the store and in bond, as sequrity to 8. 
W. Kastor & Co. for the amount owed them and 
for their guarantees. Mr. Miller was notified 
of the transfer, and propositions were made to 
harmonize matters. 8. W. Kastor & Co. agreed 
not to interfere it they could have a representa- 
tivein the store and could see the books of 
Miller, Kastor & Co,, but it is said that Mr. 
Miller refused to consent to either, and 8. W. 
Kastor & Co. took possession. 

Messrs. Blumenstiel & Hirsch brought an ac- 
tion in the Supreme Court for an injunction re- 
straining Miller, Kastor & Co. from interfering 
with 8. W. Kastor & Co.’s possession, and Mr, 
Miller brought a cross suit to restrain 8 W. 
Kastor & Co. from continuing iu possession and 
jor the appolnutment of a receiver of Miller, 
Kastor & Co. 

Judge Patterson has the matter under consid- 
eration, and it was said at his court yesteraay 
that no decision had been rendered. Mr. 
Blumenstiel said yesterday to the reporter that 
he claimed that the transfer, made as security 
for partnership debts by one of the firm, was a 
bona fide and valid transfer, as no more prop- 
erty was transferred than was sutlicient to 
cover the claim. 

Mr. Miller said yesterday that he did not care 
to make any statement in regard to the matter 
until the Judge had givenadecision. It wasa 
partnership disagreement. The firm was per- 
Tectly solvent and had not suspended. It was 
reported in the trade that Miller, Kastor & Co. 
did not owe more than $40,000 outside of the 
claims of 8. W. Kastor & Co. The firm ef Miller, 
Kastor & Co. succeeded Miller, Bliss & Co. about 
thirteen years age, claimed acapital of $100,- 
000, and has always been well regarded in the 
trade,

SECRETARY PROCTGR CONFIRMS 
NEWLY-DEFINED HARBOR LINE. 


Tho New-York Harbor Line Board, which, as 
& bureau of the office of the Chief of Engineers 
of the United States Army, has been hard at 
work since the latter part of 1888 establishing 
lines in the harbor beyond which no piers or 
wharves shall be extended or deposits made, 
exeept under such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War, has had a por- 
tion of its report to the Secretary confirmed in 
detail by that official. Late last week Gen. Ab- 
bot, President of tne board, received an order 
from the Secretary establishing the line of solid 
filling defined by the Riparian Commission of 
New-Jersey in 1864-65 as the limit beyond 
which no filling or struoture shall be permitted. 

This decision by Secretary Proctor is of much 
importance, because it entirely abrogates the 
findings of the Riparian Commission of New- 
Jersey, which established a series of pier-head 
and bulx-head lines after elaborate arguments 
and extended hearings in 1883, and upon the 


basis of which owners of extensive riparian 
rights, like the Standard Oil Company, had 
either begun extensions of their piers or 
wharves, or else had made preparations for the 
beginning of such extensions, 

There are two extensive works now existing 
outside the newly-defined harbor line, and there 
may be important lawsuits growing out of any 
attempt to condemn the rights of the eorpora- 
tions under the commission of 1883. One of 
these piers is that of the National Storage Com- 
pany, whose bulkhead extends some 200 feet 

eyond the present limit, and a new extension 
ot the Morris & Cummings Dredging Com- 
pany’s dock, the head of which is now built ana 
which is several hundred feet beyond the pres- 
ent legal pier-head line. 

The action of Secretary Proctor is based 
upon a report of Capt. McDerby of the Eugi- 
neer Corps.

OHUROCHES CONSOLIDATE. 





THE VENERABLE ST. STEPHEN’S UNITES 
WITH HOLY TRINITY OF HARLEM. 


Arrangements have just been effected, with 
the exception of a few legal details, by which 
St. Stephen’s Protestant Episcopal Church, on 
West Forty-sixth-street, the fourth oldest Epis- 
copal church in the city, is to consolidate with 
Holy Trinity Church of Harlem, at Lenox-ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Twenty-second- 
street, the latter church taking the name of the 
former. 

In the district occupied by St. Stephen’s there 
are many churches, and about two months ago 
Bishop Potter, recognizing the fact that many 
of St. Stephen’s communicants came from up- 


town homes, many on the east and west side 
living above Ninetieth-street, favored a sugges- 
tion to consolidate the two churches. Commit- 
tees were appointed from both churches, and 
they met last Monday at the residence of E. K. 
Linnen, 109 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
second-street, where the consolidation was ef- 
fected. St. Stepnen’s Church was represented 
by 58. M. Pike, E. K. Linnen, and E. L. Mooney, 
anda Holy Trinity by A. F. Black, J. Carstensen, 
and E. Townsend. 

The outcome of the consolidation was that 
Holy Trinity should take St. Stephen's name, 
and that the Rev. Dr. I. Newton Stanger, rector 
of Holy Trinity, should be rector of the consoli- 
dated church. The Rev. Dr. A. B. Hart, rector 
of venerable St. Stephen’s, resigned last Friday 
evening, and was made rector emeritus of the 
new St. Stephen’s. The church property of Bt. 
Stephen’s, including the edifice and lot on For- 
ty-sixth-street, (but not its property on Warren 
and Greenwich streets,) will be sold, and the 

roceeds, together with the income on the 

own-town property, will go into the treasury 
of the consolidated church to liquidate the debt 
of Holy Trinity, which is about $150,000. St 
Stephen’s 1s expeeted to bring about $80,000, 
which with the income from its down-town 
oes will make about $100,000. Another 

piscopal church has already offered $60,000 
for the edifice and lot on Forty-sixth-street. 

One reason for changing the nameofr ber 
Trinity Church of Harlem is thatit is the ft 
religious organization of that name in the city, 
and there is constant confusion resulting. All 
arrangements are expected to be concluded and 
the two churches amalgamated by Easter. 

St. Stephen’s was organized in 1805, on 
Broome and Chrystie streets. Its present 
church building was erected in 1864 by a Dutch 
Reformed congregation. In 1866 the Advent 
Episcopal Church, the Kev. Dr. Hart reotor, 
came int ossession of the building, anda the 
church building became the home of that church. 
In 1872 St. Stephen’s consolidated with tho 
church, and the name of the church was changed 
from the Advent Church to St Stephen’s, tho 
Rev. Dr. Hart continuing as rector. St. Stephen’s 
at present has 103 communicants, aud a capacity 
for about 400 worshipvers. Holy Trinity of 
Harlem was organized in 1868, and since then 
has grown rapidly. It was first situated on the 
corner of Fifth-avenue and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street. In September, 1887, it was 
decided te sell the church bullding and orect a 
new one, as the church had grown beyond its 
capacity. This was done and the handsome 
atone edifice on the corner of Lenex-arenue and 
One Hundred and Twointy-second-street was 
put up, where 1,000 communicants now wor- 
ship. It was occupied for the first time last 
Easter Sunday. 





WEDDING ON WASHINGTON HEIGHTS, 

Miss Alice Pressprich, daughter of Otto Press- 
prich, was married last evening at her father’s 
residence on Washington Heights to Julius 
Tegetmeier of Dusseldorf, Germany, the Rev, 
Father MoMabon of St. Paul’s Cathedral offici- 
atiug. She wore a pretty gown of white corded 
eilx and an old point lace veil (a family heir- 
loom) caught with orange blossoms. The bou- 
quet was of “La Bride” roses. The brides- 
maids were Miss Marie Pressprich, Miss Kates 
Alley, Miss Helena Jurgensen, and Miss Joseph- 
ine Vanderkeeft. They wore frocks of white 
and striped bengaiine and carried loose 
bunches of pias roses. Robert Peak acted as 
best manand the ushers were Ernest and Otto 
Pressprich, brothers of the bride. A reseptioa 
and supper followed the ceremony.
